Quanti- 
ties of limited, 
bur arn additional™ timired 
supply of vaccine is antici 
pated to be available in two 
to three weeks 

The recommendation to 
expand the high-risk priority 
groups followed guidance 
provided by the Advisory 
Committee on Immuniza 
tion Practice and Center for 
Disease Control. The effec 
tive expansion of 
eligibility was Jan. 3, if the 
vaccine supply was suffi 
cient to meet the demand

The governor, however, 
has indicated that he will 
veto the bill because it in- 
cludes, among other things, 
a 2 percent tax on health 
maintenance insurance pre- 
miums. Reportedly, several 
HMO companies have al- 
ready said they would pass 
thisjincrease on to their cus- 
tomers. 

Ehrlich has also indi- 
cated that HB 2 is not tough 
enough on tort reform. He 
said doctors and hospitals 
would find it hard to get 
more reform if this bill is 
passed. Ehrlich noted that 
the tort reform issue only 
came around every five or 
10 years, and if HB 2 
passed, the issue may not be 
addressed again for many 
years. 

The governor has until 
Monday, Jan. 10, to veto or 
allow the bill to become law 
without his signature. If he 
does veto the bill, legislators 
can still vote to override his 
decision when they recon- 
vene in another special ses- 
sion the next day. 

The regular session of the 
General Assembly _ begins 
the following day; Wednes- 
day, Jan: 12, The governor, 
however, is expected to veto 
HB 2 and introduce his own 
bill, which calls for stronger 
legal reform. 

Prior to last week's spe- 
cial legislative session, 
House Minority Leader 
George Edwards said any 
tort reform bill had to ad- 
dress short-term and Jong- 
term issues at the same time 
in order to be the most ef.- 
fective.

because of the holidays and because of Internal 
Revenue Service regulations that allow one-to take 
deductions on his taxes for making donations to le- 
gitimate, non-profit organizations. This year, how- 
ever, we have another good reason to give: to help 
so many of our fellow human beings half a world 
away who have been ravaged by the disastrous 
earthquake/tsunami. And to date, the giving by 
Americans is utterly overwhelming. 

Online donations are being received at an average 


rate of $100,000 per hour. Scores of organizations, 


from service groups to Brownie troops, from 
churches to elementary schools, are enthusiastically 
raising funds for the purpose. Children are running 
lemonade and hot chocolate stands; one little boy 
even had his parents return all of his Christmas gifts 
so he could donate the money spent on them to the 
tsunami victims. Superstar celebrities — actors and 
athletes alike — are making enormous contributions, 
and musicians are planning major fundraising con- 
certs. Two former presidential rivals (George H.W. 
Bush and Bill Clinton) are working together as co- 
chairs of the national donation effort. 

Besides the monetary assistance, our military per- 
sonnel are working around the clock, many of them 
refusing to také any leave hours off, to get vital sup- 
plies to the victims. Thousands of U.S. volunteers, 
including medical personnel, are either on the scene 
now or will be soon to do whatever they can to aid 
these people whom they have never met. 

When it is all said and done, this will likely wind 
up as our greatest response to a major human trag- 
edy in the history of our nation, for which each of us 
should be proud. Even with the various "sins" of our 
nation since its founding, our record of coming to 
the aid of nations and peoples throughout history is 
unmatched. 

There are many excellent organizations and agen- 
cies-to—which..persons..can..make..a—wise.donation. 
The three that top the list in terms of the percentage 
of money that actually reaches the victims are the 
Salvation Army, which ranks #1 with 90%, plus 
Save the Children and UNICEF. Persons who have 
yet to make a donation and want to do so may want 
to consider one of these three, or go to web sites 
such as give.org to ascertain legitimacy of the vari- 
ous organizations.

A ROYAL CITY 
My ancient geography is not good enough to say in 
which of the three parts of Gaul the city of 21st twenty- 
first century Paris. Family came to see me: my mother, 
nephew Tanner and niece Grace. Part of my role as a 
good host was to devise interesting outings. A trip to 
Senlis was one of those 
Today the rail traveler arrives at Chantilly, and rides 
the bus the final several miles to what not long ago was 
the Senlis rail station. Chantilly is famous in its own right 
for one of the great French chateaux, for whipped cream 
(called Chantilly cream in France), as one of the centers 
of the French thoroughbred world and — thanks to Elvis 
Presley — for its lace 
We enjoyed the gentle rolling hills of the country be 
tween the fwo towns: There were farms, solitary houses, 
stately homes, villages and edges of the great forest of 
Chantilly. Since the station is on the far side of Senlis, one 
experiences what is evident on the city map: Senlis is built 
on a circular plan. Roundness begins the Senlis loveliness 
The city’s archeological museum, located in what was 
once the bishop’s palace, displays evidence that civilized 
people lived there before the Christian era. The coming of 
the Romans in 8 B.C. transformed the lives of the tribe 
Sulbanectes, a name which — with a little imagination- 
one can see as the etymological predecessor of the city’s 
present name 
The Sulbanectes surrendered some freedom, and 
gained some peace and prosperity. The new cultural syn- 
thesis lasted for two centuries with the borders of the Em- 
pire well to the north. Meanwhile, the Germanic tribes 
outside the Empire increased in population and in ethnic 
restlessness 
Whether the barbarians wanted to attack the Empire or 
merely to join it is not clear. Whatever their goal, they 
challenged the imperial boundaries. Across the northern 
frontier the Roman peace had to be secured with fortifica- 
tions. The circular, 15-foot-wide stone wall built_by the 
ans during the third century: established thé ound 


MWihen the legions withdrew from the area, the®ulberi- 
ectes, now well Romanized, were on their own: The wall 
served them well. After a period of invasions, life not only 
continued but flourished. Kings and emperors resided 
there because they could hunt to their hearts’ content in 
local forests 

When the last of the Carolingian kings died in a hunt- 
ing accident, the archbishop of Rheims, a city 100 miles 
to the east, called a meeting in the Senlis castle. Hugh 
Capet, Duke of France — then just a sizable district — was 
elected king. In that election the nation of France-was 
born 

Senlis thrived in the wake of the Capetian dynasty. The 
city expanded to the point that another wall, of far greater 
circumference, was built. That established the outer limit 
of the modern city. It also marked the high tide of Senlis’ 
prominence and prosperity. That Paris, and not Senlis, 
became the capital of France made it possible for Senlis to 
retain numerous, historically delightful characteristics 

Senlis is as charming and as pretty a town as one could 
want to meet 

The cobblestone Streets, the scenic ruins, the sweet 
Gothic cathedral, the restored historic buildings all pro 
vide a fine background for the kind and helpful people of 
Senlis 

We were looking for a place to take our midday repast 
Our criteria were simple: French food, not expensive. The 
obvious restaurants failed to meet one criterion or the 
other. I asked a man about to enter a boulangerie for his 
daily bread if he could recommend a restaurant. He sent 
us to the Chalet Silvie near the former train station 

This particular restaurant has both a formal dining 
room and a brasserie. “Go to the brasserie,” he counselled 
us. “The food is just as good and at a much better price.’ 
We followed his advice, to our considerable pleasure 

After we had been seated at the table for a few minutes 
our counsellor appeared by my side. “Is this satisfactory?” 
he wanted to know. No, he wasn’t the owner, only an 
extraordinarily kind and considerate gentleman who 
wanted to make sure he had not led us astray 

After our meal, we meandered through the same streets 
which had been filled by an open-air market that morn 
ing. Now the storefronts themselves were evident, each 
boasting splendid goods from near and far, necessities and 
luxuries as cheek and jowl as the stewing meat and the 
filet mignon in the butchers’ shops 

Aboard the bus, my mother and I cast wistful glances 
upon the Romanesque and Gothic spires rising well above 
the third century city wall

eat»He’s walking his dog.”

Although the definition of 
stalking varies from one jurisdiction to anothey, stalking is 
a crime and all 50 states have some form of stalking legis- 
lature. The National Stalking Resource Center defines 
stalking as “a course of conduct directed at a specific per- 
son that would cause a reasonable person to feel fear." 
Statistics show that annually in the United States 1.4 
million people are-the victims of stalking, with the aver- 
age duration period of stalking being 1.8 years. One in 12 
women and one in 45 men will be stalked during their 
lifetime. Many stalking victims know their stalkers. Often 
stalking takes place in the context of a relationship wheth- 
er it is during the relationship or after it has ended. The 
impact that has on victims’ lives can be enormous Vic- 
tims may become depressed, develop anxiety disorders 
and sleeping problems, and/or lose time from work Of- 
ten victtms take extreme measures such as relocating to

Opponents claim that 
wind turbines will not have 
a significant impact on the 
mining and burning of coal, 
and so we should ignore 
their environmental bene- 
fits. How can that be? The 
two proposed Backbone 
Mountain wind farms could 
generate 140 million watts 
But what does that mean in 
everyday terms? 

Watts measure electrical 
power. If you have an old- 
style power meter on your 
home, the more watts you 
use, the faster the wheel 
turns. The power that you 
use could come from a coal 
burning power station, or 
maybe from a wind turbine 

Since the wind doesn't 
blow all the time, a pessi- 
mist will claim that the tur- 
bines only average one third 
of their full capacity, which 
for us is 47 million watts 
Okay, let's use that number 

A home's average power 
usage is about 3,500 watts 
So by dividing the two num- 
bers, we find that the two 
wind farms could provide 
all the power for over 
13,000 homes. But wait, 
that's more than ail the full- 
time residences in Garrett 
County. Wow! So, in real- 
ity, just two wind farms 
would keep the lights, TVs, 
refrigerators, heat, and wa- 
ter running for every man, 
woman, and child living in 
the county. Don't tell me 
that's not a significant im- 
pact 

No Garrett County resi- 
dent would ever require 
coal miners to die of black- 
lung, or be trapped in col- 
lapsing tunnels. No one's 
home would ever require 
forests to bé strip-mined, or 
fish to be killed by acid 
mine runoff. Most of all, no 
one's home would ever re- 
quire that we ask our 
neighbors to breath the pol- 
lution, eat the contaminated 
fish, or die of cancer caused 
by burning coal. How cool 
is that? 


In reality, the power 
doesn't just stay in Garrett 
County; it gets spread 
throughout the nation. But 
the impact is exactly the 
same, and we've made it

On 
the morning of Dec. 26 the bay mysteriously receded hundreds of feet from where 
it usually laps the sand (visible in the topmost photo where the sand's shading 
changes from light to dark), and curious tourists explored the exposed ocean floor 
before the first wave barreled in —- and that same photo shows the very moment 
some of them realized something was terribly wrong. The second picture, snapped 
scant seconds later, shows some beachcombers apparently dumfounded by the 
frothy wall's approach, while one woman (at center of the photo) races toward it, 
perhaps to warn a family member playing farther out offshore. The third photo 
shows the wave's fury as it crashes down on fishing boats and pleasure craft — and 
people not able to escape.

Gallstones Prevention and Treatment 

Gallstones form inside the gallbladder when the digestive 
juices become solid rather than liquid. These stones are typically 
made up of cholesterol and bile salts. Researchers indicate more 
than 20 million Americans have gallstones but that over half of 
those who have gallstones never know the stones are there. 
However, when one or more stones move from the gallbladder 
and get stuck in the bile duct passageway, they experience what 
we refer to as a gallbladder attack. For some reason, women are 
much more likely to develop gallstones than are men. Obesity is a 
tisk factor and health experts claim that losing weight reduces the 
fisk of stone formation. The symptoms include nausea and 
vomiting and pain in the back between the shoulder blades or 
under the shoulder. The pain is described as being steady and 
severe in the upper abdomen. in many instances, the attack

He is 
credited with steering the 
lake's management program 
through the state’s acquisi- 
tion of the lake in 2000, and 
the subsequent design and 
implementation of the con- 
servation easement, buy 
down, lake fees, and regula- 
tions 

“What surprised me the 
most over my tenure at 
Deep Creek Lake was how 
rapid the growth of the lake 
area has been over just the 
past five years," Durham 
commented this week. "The 
sheer number of new vaca- 
tion homes, and how 
‘upscale’ they are, is “just 
incredible; however, I still 
feel very optimistic about 
the lake's future, because 
there are a lot of people 
who care about maintaining 
its character 

"When I came here in 
1989 there was a great deal 
of concern about boating 
capacity on the lake, but 
that's remained at a fairly 
constant level over the 
years. In my opinion 95 
percent of the time the lake 
is little-used and can pro- 
vide a wonderful outdoor 
experience. I think folks are 
missing a lot of what the 
lake has to offer if they don't 
use it in the ‘shoulder sea- 
sons’ of fall and spring, and 


just concentrate on the 


ends oa holiday wedkends, 


which are always going to 


be busy." 


Durham pointed to: the 
conception and construction 
of the DCL State Park Dis- 
covery Center as one of his 
proudest accomplishments. 
"The idea for the Discovery 
Center came up about 12 or 
13 years ago when our di- 
rector was visiting to check 
into the thought of putting 
up an outdoor amphitheater 
at the park. I suggested to 
him that we really needed 
an interpretive. center in 
conjunction with the amphi- 
theater, because that's what 
the parks are really all 
about. 

"A year later he called 
and said, 'Are you serious 
about an interpretive cen- 
ter?’ I said yes, and he put it 
into the agency budget re- 
quest. We eventually got 
the center, but no amphi- 
theater yet. 

"Our vision for the Dis- 
covery Center was for peo- 
ple to see the total picture of 
Deep Creek Lake beyond 
vacation or real estate uses 
We wanted to share the 
values of the lake that tran- 
scend development and eco- 
nomics, and show people 
that the lake needs to be 
preserved. I think we're suc-

What do you get when you mix a rich cast of talented 
actors, an above-average script, and director like James L. 
Brooks (1997's As Good As It Gets)? In a word, Spanglish. 
This film was a fine combination of wit and frustration 
that surrounds a somewhat bizarre, dysfunctional family 
living in modern-day America. As if this were not enough 
for a premise, the audience is introduced to the antics of 
such a family through the eyes of a young girl and her 
mother who have sneaked into-the United States from 
Mexico in hopes of finding 4 better life for themselves. As 
these stories intertwine, we see that nationality and lan- 
guage may not always act as barriers between cultures. 
All in all, this was an enjoyable film with a very tongue- 
in-cheek way of personifying typical American insecuri- 
ties 

Flor Moreno (Spanish actress Paz Vega) is a mother 
with great hope for the future when it comes to her daugh- 
ter Christina (Shelbie Bruce), who is absolutely passionate 
about learning new things. At a young age, Christina is 
plucked from her life in Mexico and emigrates to America 
with her mother. Flor, desperately seeking a new job, is 
soon hired by Deborah Clasky, the mother of a rather 
quirky family, and before she knows it, Flor is working as 
the family's housekeeper day after day. Despite the inse- 
curities and pestering annoyances exhibited by Deborah 
(played brilliantly by Tea Leoni) and the unfulfilled spirit 
of Deborah's chef husband John (Adam Sandler in a 
pleasantly surprising performance), Flor cannot help but 
feel a deep connection with the Clasky family, particularly 
with John and Deborah's daughter Bernice (Sarah Steele). 
As Flor slowly begins to learn English, she and her daugh- 
ter cross over into the world of the Claskys, thereby caus- 
ing a rift in every relationship of the family. Gradually, 
we understand the truly intricate and complicated natures 
of both families and how they resolve the predicaments 
they constantly put themselves into. 

As I said, this movie is certainly a good one. If you 
find yourself becoming a little restless on a Saturday 
night, Spanglish will no doubt fill that void. I do not be- 
lieve it is anything spectacular, but it is indeed worth see- 
ing for the sake Of interesting subject matter. The acting is 
very well done, and I promise that you will find yourself 
laughing at least once throughout the course of the film 
So, I would recommend seeing Spanglish, but don't make 
it a high priority

TSUNAMIS 

Q. How do tsunamis happen ? And is there any way to pre- 
dict them ? 

A tsunami (often called a tidal wave) is a secondary 
effect of an earthquake that happens underwater. You can 
generally expect that the more powerful the earthquake, 
the more powerful will be the associated tsunami. The 
disaster of Dec. 26 began with an extremely powerful 
earthquake. 

The magnitude of earthquakes is measured on the Rich- 
ter Scale, where the numbers increase by powers of ten 
An earthquake of magnitude 6 is ten times as powerful as 
a magnitude 5 earthquake. Magnitude 9 is 1000 times as 
powerful as magnitude 6. And so on 

At a depth of a hundred miles, the Earth seems to be a 
very viscous liquid — magma or lava — that moves much 
slower than molasses in January. Above this global ocean 
of magma floats the rocky surface that we perceive. The 
surface is not uniform; it is broken into pieces like. ice 
fioes in the springtime. These pieces can be thousands of 
miles across and are called tectonic plates. 

When the tectonic plates around the earth move relative 
to one another, that’s an earthquake. The epicenter is the 
point where the actual connection of the tectonic plates 
breaks, Slight motions (magnitude 2 earthquakes) happen 
all the time, and nobody notices. At magnitude 4 you 
definitely notice it, at magnitude 5 flimsy buildings fall 
down, and at magnitude 6 highway bridges might fall 
down. As the numbers go up, the likelihood of such an 
earthquake gets smaller. There hadn't been a magnitude 9 
earthquake since 1964. 

On land, almost nobody falls into the crack opened up 
by an earthquake. People get killed by buildings falling on 
their heads. A really major earthquake (magnitude 7 or 8 ) 
that happens right under a city might kill 5000 people this 
way.We’ve_all become used to hearing reports of such 
disasters about once per decade 

What happens when the epicenter is under the floor of 
the ocean? If one tectonic plate slides underneath the 
other (known as subduction) then instantaneously there is a 
step several feet high that wasn’t there before. Sometimes 
a strong earthquake triggers massive landslides on the 
steep slopes of the nearby continental shelf. Either way, 
the water in the ocean directly above starts to rush in to 
fill the void. That sudden motion of water is a pulse, a 
form of wave that is different from the usual waves on the 
ocean surface, The tsunami is under way 

The pulse of water is only as high as the displacement 
of the ocean floor, maybe 10 feet for a combination earth- 
quake and landslide. But the pulse is also extremely wide 
100 kilometers (60 miles) is common. That wave starts to 
move outward from the epicenter. It’s classified as a 
“shallow water wave” even when the ocean is two miles 

deep. Unlike ordinary waves (even high waves, as in hur- 
ricanes) the tsunami wave moves very swiftly, typically 
about 500 miles per hour. Moreover, it tends to stay to- 
gether and doesn’t lose much energy as it travels. 

If you’re out in a boat somewhere on the ocean as the 


tsunami. passes ‘by, your boat lifts up with the ocean sur- 
face. At 500 mph, a 60-mile wide pulse passes beneath 


you: in about 10 minutes, and so you barely notice. If 
you're underwater scuba- -diving, it’s definitely surprising 
because of the sideways drag, but that’s over quickly too 
As long as there’s nothing in the way, the pulse of water 
just gently spreads out over a very wide ocean 

All the trouble happens when the pulse of water col- 
lides with some land in its way. The ocean floor, which 
had been thousands of feet down out at sea, rises up 
gradually. The word “shoreline” means the place where 
the ocean depth is zero. 

We are all familiar with ocean waves “breaking” on 
the shore. The forward speed of a moving wave drops to 
zero, and all that water bunches up as it approaches the 
shore, so the crest becomes a lot higher. The tip of the 
wave falls over itself and crashes below. At the beach, it’s 
fun to splash in such waves, which roll in about ten or 15 
seconds apart. If you’re standing in shallow water, it 
passes Over you in one or two seconds. Surfers enjoy the 
really big breakers where they can find them; a surfer who 
takes a wipe-out is underwater for 5 or 10 seconds 
There’s not much danger when waves have such a rapid 
repetition-rate. 

When a tsunami shows up at the shoreline, that same 
bunching up of water takes place while the forward speed 
drops. Although the pulse might be just a few feet high 
out at sea, the enormous width of the pulse means that a 
gigantic amount of water is going to keep moving toward 
shore. When it reaches the shoreline, the height of the 
pulse might be 15 or 20 feet, but the volume of water is 
huge — it just keeps on coming. If the water pours in for 
ten or 15 minutes, it can easily flood all the low-lying land 
near the shore. It knocks down buildings and drowns un- 
suspecting people. 

One fatal mistake many people made was to venture 
toward the receding first wave, not realizing than a larger 
second wave-crest was on its way 

Many people would have avoided danger if they had 
been warned of the approaching tsunami. A seismic de- 
vice that detected the earthquake and automatically set off 
an alarm would be needed. For most of the people living 
on the Indonesian island of Sumatra, the warning time 
would have been too short; also, the damage from a mag- 
nitude 9 earthquake is extremely severe anyway. But a 
warning system might have saved people on a beach sev 
eral hundred miles away, in Sri Lanka or Thailand 

The question arises: At what level of intensity should a

warning be issued? Unless it sets off a landslide, a magni- 
tude 4 earthquake will produce a tiny tsunami of no dan- 
ger. How about magnitude 6? Nearly all earthquakes have 
subsequent aftershocks, and this one was no exception. The 
announcement of a magnitude 6 aftershock three days 
later sent people into panic, but the associated tsunami 
was not troublesome. Perhaps there was no further under- 
sea landslide; we simply don’t know. 

When will the next one come? The science of predict- 
ing earthquakes is very uncertain. The Dec. 24 issue of 
Science magazine contained an article about earthquake 
warning systems. Talking about Japan, it said that a mag- 
nitude 7 or 8 offshore earthquake has a 40% chance of 
occurring in the next 10 years. That’s about as accurate as 
predictions get. 

Magnitude 9 earthquakes are very rare (a few per cen- 
tury), and may happen either on land or under the ocean. 
The tsunami that resulted from the earthquake of Dec. 26 
was the most devastating tsunami in recorded history.

Foreign investors who have bought or sold agricultural 
land in Preston County are reminded to report the trans- 
action to the county's Farm Service Agency office within 
90 days 

The Agricultural Foreign Investment Disclosure Act 
(AFIDA) requires that all foreign owners of U.S. agricul 
tural land report their holdings, acquisitions, dispositions, 
and land uses to the county 


leases of 10 years or more, 
Farm Service Agency office. This law remains in effect, 
and. those who fail to report or are late in reporting face 
possible fines 

For reporting purposes, agricultural land is defined as 
any tract of more than 10 acres now in farming, ranching, 
forestry, or timber production. This includes land in agri- 
cultural use when purchased, as well as land later con- 
verted to agricultural use. Foreigners who own or have 
interest in 10 acres or less do not need to report unless 


annual proceeds from the sale of agricultural products 
grown on these acres exceed $1,000

Industrial Wind Energy and Request for Additional Public 
Informational Hearings 


The Board of County Commissioners for Garrett County, Maryland (the “Board”), 
has received a variety of opinions concerning the location of wind turbines in Garrett 
County. The Board has supported the application for Clipper Windpower, who has 
received a certificate of public convenience and need from the State of Maryland 
Public Service Commission. The Board has also sent a letter of endorsement to the 
Public Service Commission for the application of Synergics, LLC, and followed that 
initial letter with a request that the Public Service Commission conduct the review 
process for this application in a manner that will allow sufficient opportunity for public 
input. Additionally, the Board has met with those opposed to the construction of wind 
turbines a number of times, both in public session and also in informal administrative 
sessions with County management. Most recently, the Board met in public session and 
received a presentation by those opposed to wind energy addressing what they perceive 
to be the negative aspects of that development and its potential impact on the County. 


The Board has met with their senior staff and their legal counsel in order to 
understand and appreciate the role that County Government has in respect to the 
development of wind energy in Garrett County, Maryland. While there have been new 
and additional requests for public involvement by the County, the opinions that the 
Board has received reflect the belief that the public forum for these issues is most 
appropriately with the Maryland Public Service Commission and the administrative 
process for considering certificates of public convenience and need. The Board has 
directed the Department of Planning & Land Development to explore potential options 
for limiting the development of additional wind power projects in Garrett County. At 
this time it is the Board’s desire to limit wind power development to the two current 
projects (Clipper and Synergics). 


The Board, based upon its review, has determined that requests for public support 
for wind turbine development in Garrett County will be referred by the County 
Commissioners to the Department of Planning and Land Development for 
consideration of any local land use issues, will be referred to the State of Maryland 
Public Service Commission for their appropriate review and intervention concerning 
the issuance of certificates of public convenience and need, but the Board will not, as a 
matter of its operating policy, endorse future development at this time. As a result of the

Successful Year 

The Solid Waste and 
Recycling Division's "Swap 
Shop" had another success- 
ful year of operation, direc- 
tor Gary Mullich, Garrett 
County General Services, 
reported this week to the 
commissioners. 

Nearly 33 tons of un- 
wanted items were kept out 
of the county's landfill be- 
cause of the efforts of resi- 
dents and Solid Waste and 
Recycling Division employ- 
ees participating in the 
Swap Shop in 2004, accord- 
ing to statistics from the 
division. 

The recycling endeavor 
operates under the principle 
of “one person's trash is an- 
other person's treasure, Gar- 
rett County residents can 
place unwanted but still 
usable items such as televi- 
sions, furniture, and appli- 
ances in a specific area at 
the county's landfill and its 
six refuse collection sites. 
Other residents may then 
take those items from that 
area, known as the Swap 
Shop. 

Mullich noted that some 
residents may be reselling 
those..items.at.yard sales, 
but he was not concerned 
about it. The main thing 
was the items were being 
kept out of the county's 
landfill 

He added, however, that 
the state does not include 
the tonnage diverted from 
the landfill in the Swap 
Shop in the county's recy- 
cling numbers 

The Solid Waste 
Recycling Division 
the Swap Shop in 
2003 

Commissioner Fred Hol- 
liday has been a strong ad- 
vocate for the program. 
Commissioner Dave Beard 
said he has placed items 
such as televisions in the 
shop. 

“The first year for the 
Swap Shop was: quite a suc- 
cess," wrote recycling coor- 
dinator Kimberly Madigan 
in a report to the commis- 
sioners. That year, approxi- 
mately 14.88 tons were kept 
out of the landfill 

"In 2004, the site atten- 
dants more than doubled 
their efforts," she wrote. Ap- 
proximately 32.92 tons were 
diverted from the landfill 
last year, according to Mad- 
igan 

The Grantsville refuse 
collection site has the most 
successful Swap Shop. In 
2003, more than 7.5 tons of 
items were collected from 
residents at the site. Last 
year, nearly 11.5 tons were 
diverted from the landfill, 
according to the coordina- 
tor 

But the Swap Shop at the 
Kings Run Road refuse col- 
lection site is also becoming 
successful. In its first year of 
operation only about 2.5

Stalking Awareness Month

In continuance with providing information on stalking 
intervenfion, this week’s article is geared 
ng some of the characteristics 8f stalkers 
and methods they can use to prey on their victims 

There are three types of stalkers. The most common 
type is simple obsessional stalker. This stalker has had 
some Prior relationship with the victim, whether intimate 
or cofdial. Most simple obsession stalking cases take place 
in the context of domestic violence. Research shows that 
38% pf female stalking victims were stalked.by current or 
former husbands, 10% by current or former cohabiting 
partners, and 14% percent by current or former dates or 
boyfriends (National Office for Crime Victims). 

The second type of stalker is known as a love obses- 
sional stalker. This stalker has had no prior relationship 
with the victim, but believes to be in love with the victim 
This stalker mounts a campaign of harassment to make 
the victim aware of his/her existence. Stalkers of this na- 
ture target celebrities or high-profile victims. Research 
shows’ only 23% of feméale victims and 36% of male stalk- 
ing victims were stalked by strangers (National Office for 
Crime Victims) 

The third type is the rarest category of stalkers. They 
are known as erotomanic stalkers. This stalker delusion- 
ally believes that he/she is loved by the victim, but some 
external influences are keeping them from being together 
(National Stalking Resource Center). 

All three types of stalkers may exhibit similar behav-

* driving by or hanging out around your home, work

Shareese DeLeaver, Ehr- 
lich's,,spokeswoman, called 
Tuesday's reinstatement of 
the bill "a lost opportunity 
for the Legislature to enact 
both short- and long-term 
legislation." 

Ehrlich vetoed the bill, 
crafted in a special session 
last month} saying it didn't 
provide enough tort reform 
and created a new tax he 
opposed 

Legislators agreed that 
they still have a lot of work 
to'do during the 90-day ses- 
sion to counter the state's 
health care problems. Even 
those who voted for the new 
malpractice bill, which eked 
a supermajority out of both 
chambers, admitted it is not 
idéal 

The bill will cap in- 
creases. on malpractice in- 
surance costs for doctors at 
5 pércent, using a fund from 
a new 2 percent HMO tax 
In addition, the Bill lowers 
caps On pain-and-suffering 
damages, requires new certi- 
fication’ for expert witnesses 
at trials. and provides an 
alternate, dispute resolution 
method

I think what 
we did was a temporary 
solution.

Delegate Darryl A. Kel- 
ley, D-Prince George's, un- 
derstood charges by Repub- 
licans that the ‘bill is not 
comprehensive enough to 
fix the health care system. 
Because the bill should keep 
many more doctors practic- 
ing in the state, though, he 
believes it is an acceptable 
solution to Maryland's 
health care crisis. 


"I think it will -help-the - 


citizens Of the state’ recéive 
more health care," Kelley 
said. "I think we did the best 
we could in the short time 
we had tt's unfortunate that 
the governor didnt ‘come 
along on this issue," 

With three months to

General Assembly Votes To Override 
Ehrlich's Malpractice Reforms Veto

ANNAPOLIS — Doctors 
could get quick relief from 
medical malpractice insur- 
ance costs with the Mary- 
land General Assembly's 
vote late Tuesday to over- 
ride the governor's-veto of a 
special liability reform bill: 

The Senate voted 31-15 
to overturn the one-day-old 
veto of the bill by Gov 
Robert Ehrlich, who . op- 
posed its creation of a 2 per- 
cent HMO tax to provide 
funds to buy down doctors’ 
premiums, which rose 33 
percent at the beginning of 
the month. 

The House of Delegates 
narrowly voted earlier Tues- 
day to reinstate the bill. The 
House needed — and got — 
exactly 85 votes. Another 
50 delegates supported the 
governor's veto. Two dele- 
gates did not vote and four 
were absent 

"We're getting there, but 
more needs to be done," 
said Hagerstown pliysician 
Karl P. Riggle, who at- 
tended. Tuesday evening's 
session as part of the lobby- 
ing group Save Our Doc- 
tors. "Our group definitely 
backs the need for stronger 
tort reform." 

Ehrlich also rejected the 
legislation, which was cre- 
ated in an unusual special 
session in late December, 
becayse it failed to put suffi- 
cierlt curbs on lawsuits and 
lawyers. 

The bill calls for alterna- 


tive jdispute resolution, “Te-

ducing limits on 
financial damages sought,

Officials Offering 
Reward In Sign 


Vandalism Cases 


The Garrett County com- 
missioners are offering ‘a 
$100 reward for information 
leading to the arrest and 
conviction of persons van- 
dalizing or stealing county 
road signs. 

General superintendent 
Fred Polce, Garrett County 
Roads Department, told the 
officials this week that more 
than $5,000 worth of dam- 
age to and thefts of signs 
had taken place between 
June 2004 and the end of 
November 2004. In Novem- 
ber alone, $1,127 worth of 
thefts and damaged oe 
curred 

"It runs it spurts," 
said about the vandalism 
Currently, most of it is oc- 
curring in the Grantsville 
area. "It's not just one 
road,” he added. "It's all the 
roads." 

Between June and Sep- 
tember a total of 101 road 
name signs, four end-of- 
county maintenance Signs, 
and seven stop signs were 
stolen or destroyed, accord- 
ing to a report that the 
Roads Department filed 
with the Garrett County 
Sheriff's Office. The average 
cost of a sign is $35 

Several speed limit, 
bridge, curve, and _ yield 
signs, as well as numerous 
road name signs” were atso 
stolen in November 

The Sheriffs Office . is 
actively pursuing’ the 
crimes, Polce said 

The general superinten- 
dent noted that his depart- 
ment had raised the height 
of signs from 6 to 10 feet, 
but this did not seem to de- 
ter any thefts. In fact, some 
thieves are also stealing the 
posts holding the signs, in- 
creasing the loss to the 
county..even more.

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HOPING FOR FULL ENROLLMENT IN STAGE DESIGN COURSE - Ben Sincell 


and Jane Avery, two accomplished local theatre professionals, are collaborating 
once again, this time with the hope of recruiting some new talent in set design. 
Sincell, a professor at the Garrett College theatre department, and Avery, artistic 
director of Our Town Theatre, are launching a theatre course at Garrett that wiil 
incorporate actual hands-on stage design work. Students in the class, which will 
be held on Mondays beginning Jan. 24, will be given the opportunity to design a 
set for a show at either Garrett College or Our Town Theatre. Both Sincell and 
Avery hope to recruit new designers for the local theatre in their ongoing effort to 
expand arts opportunities to all residents. See story for details. 


Course In Stage Design Offered At 
GC; Our Town Theatre Playing Role 


A collaboration between 
Oakland's Our Town Thea- 
tre and the theatre depart- 
ment at Garrett College is 
not a new concept, but the 
relationship is being ex- 
panded this semester at the 
coltege via the introduction 
to Stage Design class. The 
course will involve actual 
set design work for produc- 
tions at the college or at Our 
Town Theatre (OTT) 

"This course will intro- 
duce the student to the fun- 
damentals of theatrical de- 
sign," said .Ben. Sincell, in- 
structor of the class. "Topics 
will include exploration and 
application of two- and 
three-dimensional design 
principles to scenery, light- 
ing, and costuming; script 
analysis; design develop- 
ment; and color theory. An 
introduction to theatrical 
sound design is also incor 
porated in the course." 

While the class is likely 
to attract theatre students, 
Sincell stressed that it is also 
beneficial to visual artists, 
teachers, directors, church 
and community theatre peo- 
ple, musicians, and puppe- 
teers, among others 

"This course stresses that 
theatre is a collaborative art 
form involving many artists, 
skills, and crafts," Sincell 
said. "Ultimately, this col- 
laboration includes the per- 
formance itself before a live 
audience." 

Sincell and Jane Avery, 
artistic director of Our 
Town Theatre, have worked 
together on stage produc- 
tions for nearly 20 years, 
and over the past seven 
years have collaborated on a

The two hope that at 


least some of the students 
taking the course will then 
become involved with set 
design at OTT. In fact, part 
of the class requirements 
call for that involvement, at 
least during the course of 
study: 

"It.can be a wonderful 
thrill to work as a designer 
with a skilled director such 
as Jane Avery," Sincell said 
"We work closely together 
from the, beginning script 
analysis and research all the 
way through rehearsals, and 
on to the opening night of 
the play. 

"Watching how Jane has 
the actors use my scenery 
and lighting to help commu 
nicate the plot and mean- 
ings of the play is especially 
enjoyable," he said. 

Avery said she is looking 
forward to working with 
new designers, as each will 
have his or her own artistic 
eye. She noted, too, that the 
set designer does not. have 


to build. the.scenery, hang, - 


the , lights, or record. .the 
sound 

"He or she creates the 
visual and auditory ‘pic- 
tures’ which enhance the 
production," Avery _ said. 
"Others help to. actually 
construct the set.” 

The intro to stage design 
class will begin on Monday, 
Jan. 24, 6:35 to 9:35 p.m. in 
the Garrett College audito- 
rium. It will run through 
May 16. Students may earn 
three credits for the course, 
or they may audit. The 
three credits will generally 
transfer, Sincell said, as ei- 
ther major credits for thea- 
tre programs or as elective 
hours. Garrett County stu- 
dents will be charged the in- 
county fees. High school 
students will pay half, and 


the class will be free for sen- 
ior citizens (age 60 and 
older) 

In class, students will be 
responsible for participation 
in discussions of class lec- 
tures and projects, reading 
assignments, quizzes, indi- 
vidual and group design 
projects, and the design 
and/or technical responsi- 
bilities for actual™ theatre 
productions/events at Gar- 
rett College or Our Town 
rheatre. 

"Ben is a gifted teacher,” 
Avery said, “and I know 
that because I've taken some 
of his classes. He doesn't 
expect a lot of prior knowl- 
edge about his subjects — 
only a willingness to learn 
and create. He is that rare 
combination of a wonderful 
artist and a true teacher 
who knows how to get his 
subject across to students 


and audiences with all sorts 
of interests." 

Sincell said he hopes to

support to make accepting the challenge worthwhile. 

After our students leave us, they encounter even more 
challenges in the “real world.” Yet part of our goal here at 
Garrett is to lessen the anxiety behind some of the chal- 
lenges and risks and to teach students how to take other 
risks responsibly, to consider their options, and to make 
their best possible choices. It’s always a pleasure for us to 
hear about students who have left us, made great choices, 
and learned powerful lessons that they can then share 
with others. 

For instance, Kevin Dodge, Peter Skylstad, other fac- 
ulty, and I have been delighted to learn that Ricky Long, 
a graduate of Garrett’s natural resources wildlife and tech- 
nology program, has recently found a position as a forest 
ranger in Calvert County. Ricky, who also earned a cer- 
tificate in law enforcement at GC, couldn’t have made us 
more proud, and we applaud him for facing the many 
challenges involved in pursuing a career as a ranger and 
for finding a position in which he’ll undoubtedly succeed. 

On the other side of the world, other former Garrett 
students have faced enormous challenges, challenges that 
have left most of us in sadness and in awe. Former GC 
students Justin Day and John Bray were with Tom Cecil, 
who devotes a substantial amount of time to instructing 
climbing for Garrett’s Adventuresports Institute, when 
they encountered the recent devastation in South Asia. 
We at GC breathed a collective sigh of relief to learn of 
their safety, just as we felt a tremendous surge of pride 
that our former students were able to use their smarts and 
their skills, the latter fine-tuned at Garrett, in helping oth- 
ers. After all, serving our community, whether that com- 
munity is in Garrett County or half a world away, is one 
of the greatest gifts we can give. 

At Garrett, we try to find opportunities for students to 
serve not only themselves but others. Indeed, the curricu- 
lum for our Adventuresports Institute often focuses on 
skills designed to help the individual as well as the com- 
munity. That's why we’re delighted that Terry Peterson, 
assistant professor of adventure sports, regularly leads our 
students in working for the Transitional Age Youth Pro- 
gram in conjunction with Garrett County Core Service 
Agency. This program models service for others and high- 
lights learning that happens in and out of the traditional 
classroom. ASI professor Michael Swiderski is leading 
another model program. Through a service learning op- 
portunity designed at the request of the Florida Bay Out- 
fitters and the state of Florida, Michael and his students 
will conduct GPS mapping of the Florida Keys.

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The space probe is actually known as “Cassini/ 
Huygens” and is named after two different scientists from 
centuries ago. Here’s what’s going on: 

Cassini was launched from Earth in 1997, and spent 
seven years getting to Saturn, by doing fly-bys of other 
planets (Venus, Earth, Jupiter). In such a maneuver, the 
space probe picks up speed as it “slingshots” around the 
planet. Very high speed is necessary to reach out to Sat- 
urn, and Earth-launched rockets aren’t powerful enough 
to send something directly all the way to Saturn.

. THE CASSINI SPACE PROBE 
Q. I read that the Cassini space probe has now reached Sat- 
urn, but is going to visit the moon Titan instead of the planet 
itself, That seems a mighty long way just to visit a moon. How 


In June 2004, Cassini slipped through a gap between 
two major rings around Saturn, and has now dropped into 
orbit around Saturn. The reason it went through the gap 
was to avoid being hit by the rocks that make up the rings. 
All it got hit with was some fine sand in the gap. 

In the nextastep is, a smaller space probe (named 


“Huygens”) disconnected from Cassini and 


is now 


headed toward the surface of the moon Titan. This is 
where itgets interesting. 

The planet Saturn is one of the “gas giants” — it is a 
huge ball. of gas (as is Jupiter, Uranus and Neptune) and 
doesn’t really haye a surface. A probe sent down into such 
a planet just keeps going deeper until it is lost. Such a 
probe descended to Jupiter on an earlier space mission. 
On the Cassini mission, Saturn itself can be studied from 


orbit for a longer time than if a probe descended into it. 


Titan, on the other hand, is a solid ball with a surface, 
and actually has an atmosphere somewhat akin to that of 
Earth. That makes it very interesting, because nothing else 
in the solar system seems to have an atmosphere. 

The discorinect-sequence™ started on™ Christmas~Day 
2004, with Huygens separating from Cassini and traveling 
closer to Titan. Then, 21 days later, the Huygens probe 
began descending to Titan in a manner akin to the way a 
manned space capsule returns to Earth. The probe enters 
the atmosphere of Titan at high speed, and the heat dissi- 
pated as it penetrates the atmosphere slows it down a lot. 
Then a parachute opens to make the final descent to the 
surface. At the very last minute, retro-rockets fire to pre- 
vent the Huygens probe from hitting the surface too fast. 

Everything has to go right or else the object will crash 
There have been soft landings before on other places 
(Mars Rover, etc.), but Saturn and Titan are awfully far 
away. Moreover, we don’t really know the properties of 
the atmosphere of Titan as well at Earth's atmosphere, so 
predicting the exact trajectory is terribly difficult. There is 
a telemetry system on-board the Huygens probe, but if the 
landing is hard, the whole thing becomes just scrap metal 
NASA engineers are not betting the farm on a soft land- 
the main mission of Huygens is to study the 
atmosphere of Titan 

What will the Huygens probe do? For about two hours, 
all the way down toward the surface, it will take data (and 
telemeter it back to Cassini) about the properties of the 
atmosphere — the chemical composition, density, etc. 
Once on the surface, it will continue to take data for an- 
other half hour or so until the batteries run down. So a 
crash landing won't totally spoil the mission 

Cassini, meanwhile, has quite an agenda of tests to run 
over a four-year period. It will orbit Saturn 74 times, using 
the slingshot effect around Titan to change its orbit occa- 
sionally. (We could never afford to send enough fuel all 
the way to Saturn to enable major orbit changes via rock- 
etry; the gravitational attraction of Titan is needed again 
and again.) Cassini will map the magnetic field of Saturn, 
photograph it from many different directions, fly by other 
moons, and so forth, during those years. All the data col 
lected will be regularly transmitted back to Earth. The 
electrical power on Cassini is expected to last until late

2005 NONINSURED CROP DISASTER 
ASSISTANCE PROGRAM 

Farmers are reminded that the Noninsured Crop Disas- 
ter Assistance Program (NAP) is intended to provide cov- 
erage equivalent to the Catastrophic Level of Crop-Insur- 
ance for crops that are not insurable in the county. NAP is 
like Catastrophic Crop Insurance in that the first 50 per- 
cent of the farmer’s loss is not eligible for-payment. The 
payment rate is 55 percent of the crop’s average market 
price. Benefits are limited to $100,000 per crop year for 
each participant 

NAP covers all non-insurable, commercially grown 
crops produced for food and fiber. Any acreage of forage 
intended to be mechanically harvested, but grazed in- 
stead, must be appraised before grazing. 

Producers who received benefits under the 2001/2002 
Crop Disaster Program on non-insurable crops are re- 
minded that they are required to obtain NAP coverage on 
those crops for the 2005 crop year. The sales closing date 
for all annual crops such as wheat, barley and commercial 
produce is close of business February 15, 2005. 

Growers of the above crops must pay the nonrefund- 
able-service fee of -$100-per-crop;-per-county,Fees.are 
capped at $300 per county, not to exceed $900 for farmers 
with interests in multiple counties 

For 2005 crops that suffer damage or loss, producers 
must file a timely notice of loss. For prevented planting 
claims, this would be 15 calendar days after the final 
planting date of the crop. For low yield claims and allow- 
able value loss, a timely report would be the earlier of 15 
calendar days after the damaging weather or natural disas- 
ter, or date loss of the crop becomes apparent 

If a producer is eligible to receive NAP payments and 
benefits under any other program administered by the 
Secretary of Agriculture for the same crop loss, the pro- 
ducer must choose whether to receive NAP payments or 
benefits under any other program. A producer is not eligi- 
ble for NAP benefits and an insurance indemnity

Value of Nutrients During 
Pregnancy 


pregnancy is important for the development of the baby 
and the health of the mother. Most health experts indicate 
that while dietary sources of vitamins and minerals are 
usually preferred, there are times when supplements may 
. Studies continue to point to instances in 
which the diet of the mother-to-be is not balanced with 
protein, fiber, and certain vitamins and minerals, and thus 
nutrient supplements may be needed. 

One of the most important nutrients for the developing 
baby is folic acid. Since it is difficult to get enough folic 
acid from the average diet, the US government 
recommends that 400 micrograms of folic acid be taken 
every day before and during pregnancy to prevent 
possible birth defects in the brain and spine. Most 
physicians also recommend that the diet. of pregnant 
women contain adequate amounts of vitamin C, vitamin D, 


embryonic growth and development, excess amounts of 
vitamin A from supplements should be avoided. Check

Training Tools 


. We just got a new puppy, and 
Q e wonder what kind of training 
tools are available for housebreak- 
ing and obedience training? Also, 


how fast will our puppy learn? — 
Tammy C., Atlanta 


The rate at which your new 

e puppy will learn depends both 
on his ability to leam and on the 
amount of time you spend training 
him, Some dogs learn faster than oth- 
ers, so you will need to be patient and 
consistent until he “gets it.” 

Many training tools are available to 
help your puppy acclimate to life with 
humans, Below is a short list of items 
you should consider purchasing: 

* Collar: Leather or nylon collars are 
durable and comfortable, especially 
for larger dogs. 

* Leash: Again, leather or nylon will 
last a long time. It should be 4-6 feet 
long and attach securely to the collar. 

+ Food toy; Dogs go wild for these 
hard rubber ‘toys filled with ‘fodd or 
treats. They dre ‘méntally stimulating 
—,meaning.they can be used as a 
reward, a diversion or simply to com- 
bat boredom. 

* Deterrent spray: A_ bitter-tasting 
liquid that pets avoid is a good way to 
dis¢ourage puppies from chewing fur- 
niture, electric Cords or other items — 
especially when you're out of the 
room. 

* Training discs or gravel can: These 
ndisemakers can help modify unac- 
ceptable behavior by creating a clat- 
téring noise that startles the dog. Refer 
closely to training manuals when 
using these items, so they will be 
effective. 

* Water pistol: A deterrent similar to 
noisemakers. Remember that you 
must catch the dog within a few sec 
onds of misbehavior for any of these 

methods to work. 

* Dog bed: Whether you make it out 
of old blankets or buy a durable pad, 
the bed creates a cozy, safe environ- 
ment for your puppy and, as he grows, 
@eaide added to the training progess. It 
should always be’a safe place for him 


to

ed some favorites. Use these as 
rewards afd as playtime tools. 

This basic list should help you get 
started with a good training regimen. 
There ‘are a dizzying number of other 
accessories available at pet stores, but 
do,your research before buying them 
arid make sure they will help, and not 
hinder, your new pup’s obedience 
training.

Ehrlich's Budget Boosts Funding 
For Education, Health Services

ANNAPOLIS Gov 
Robert Ehrlich boosted state 
spending by 4.2 percent in 
the proposed $25.9 billion 
2006 state budget he re- 
leased Wednesday 

The budget for the fiscal 
year beginning July 1 would 
increase total spending by 
$1.1 billion. Elementary and 
secondary education won 
the greatest increases 

The budget would in- 
crease K-12 funding by $428 
million, or 9 percent, from 
the current fiscal year, to 


$5.2 billion. Spending on 
health services would re 
ceive a $270 million boost 


and would still comprise the 


largest chunk of general 
fund expenditures, at 25 
percent 

The budget calls for a 
$67 million increase in 
higher education funding, 
including a $27 million in 
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crease in need-based finan 
cial aid, according to the 
governor's budget overview 

Local governments 
would receive $5.1 billion in 
total aid from the state, a 
$474 million increase over 
the current appropriation 

Ehrlich said tax increases 
would not be necessary 
Projected increases in reve 
nue would come instead 
from an improving state 
economy 

The largest portion of 
state revenues, that from 
individual income taxes, 
was expected to increase by 
6 percent in the current fis- 
cal year and by 7.4 percent 
in 2006. Sales tax revenues 
are expected to grow as 
well, the administration said 


in its budget highlights 


But questions are just 
beginning to arise as to 
which programs will be cut 
and which will receive a 
windfall 

"It's ups and downs. It's a 
very difficult time being in 
government," said Senate 
President Thomas V. Mike 
Miller Jr., D-Calvert. "Some 
got the goods, and others 
got the shaft."

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Flu Cases On 
Rise; Vaccine 
Still Available 


Cases of influenza are 
being reported across the 
state of Maryland with the 
activity level being defined 
as “widespread” through the 
week ending Jan. 8, accord- 
ing to a report from the 
Garrett County Health De- 
partment (GCHD). 

Widespread activity is 
defined by influenza-like 
illness, institutional out- 
breaks in at least half of the 
regions, and lab-confirmed 
influenza in the state. The 
number of lab-reported in- 
fluenza cases locally is low, 
but is expected to increase 
in the next few weeks, ac- 
cording to the report. 

With the expected in- 
crease in influenza activity, 
Garrett County Health Offi- 
cer Rodney Glotfelty is en- 
couraging individuals who 
meet the eligibility guide- 
lines for the influenza vac- 
cine to get it. The health 
department received an ad- 
ditional limited supply of 
vaccine to meet the needs of 
those in high-risk priority 
groups, which was ex- 
panded on Jan. 6 by Mary- 
land state health officials. 

Any person who thinks 
he or she qualifies and 
wants to schedule an ap- 
pointment for a flu shot 
should call the health de- 
partment at 301-334-7770 or 
301-895-3111 

Immunizations will be 
given by appointment only 
at the cost of $18 each.

Ohio. 

However, the paper pro- 
duction at the Luke mill will 
continue with the same 
management team, accord- 
ing to reports. On the clos- 
ing date of the multi-billion 
dollar sale, all current staff 
members will be offered 
employment with the new 
company, which has yet to 
be named. 

"The sale of the papers

Urging Dialogue With North Korea

WASHINGTON — 
Maryland Rep. Roscoe 
Bartlett said the United 
States must maintain "open 
dialogue" with North Korea 
to persuade the isolated 
communist country to drop 
its nuclear weapons pro- 
gram. 

The Frederick Republi- 
can spoke Tuesday after- 
noon at Andrews Air Force 
Base, where he and a dele- 
gation of congressmen had 
just returned from a trip to 
North Korea and five other 
nations, including Indone- 
sia where they delivered six 
tons of tsunami relief sup- 
plies. 

"I am reminded of a 
(line) from the Bible: If you 
would have friends, be 


friendly,” Bartlett said of the 
approach the United States 
should take with the North 
Koreans. 

The delegation_members 
— three Democrats and 
three Republicans — said 
they spoke informally with 
North Korean officials in an 
effort to get that govern- 
ment to participate in the 
six-party nuclear disarma- 
ment talks aimed at the 
communist country. 

Rep. Curt Weldon, R- 
Pa., called the delegation's 
trip "an overwhelming suc- 
cess." Provided there is no 
inflammatory language in 
President Bush's inaugural 
or State of the Union 
speeches, North Korea will 
likely join the six-party talks 
about nuclear disarmament,

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Governor Robert Ehrlich 
Jr. last week launched "an 
ambitious young driver ini- 
tiative to improve safety on 
Maryland's roads by 
strengthening parental in- 
volvement and improving 
the instruction of young 
drivers between 15 and 20 
years of age." In addition to 
three legislative initiatives, 
Ehrlich announced the crea- 
tion of the Governor's Work 
Group on Young Drivers to 
Study issues related to the 
safety, conduct, and educa- 
tion of young drivers, as 
well as increased parental 
involvement 

"More than a hundred 
young Marylanders were 
killed on our roads in 2003," 
Ehrlich said. "Inattention, 
impairment, and inexperi- 
ence put our children and 
other commuters at great 
risk every day. The goal of 
my young driver initiative is 
simple: Put well-trained, 
attentive, and responsible 
young drivers behind the 
wheel. I look forward to 
working with lawmakers 
this session and this work 
group over the coming 
months to ensure we don't 
lose another young life to 
irresponsible driving." 

Ehrlich plans to intro- 
duce three pieces of legisla- 
tion in the 2005 legislative 
session related to young 
drivers. They are 

“Stronger Learner's Per- 
mit Period: The governor 
will introduce legislation to 
improve the driving skills of 
young drivers by lengthen- 
ing the learner's permit pe- 
riod from four to six 
months. Under the current 
graduated licensing system, 
a learner's permit may be 
obtained at age 15 years, 9 
months and must be held 
for at least four months 
The prospective driver may 
take a road test and obtain a 
provisional license at age 16 
years, | month. The gover- 
nor's bill would extend that 
date by two months, to 16 
years, 3 months. The Na- 
tional Transportation Safety 
Board recommends a learn- 
er's permit period of at least 
six months 

*Tougher.. Provisional 
Driver's License: After suc- 
cessful completion of the 
learner’s permit period, a 
provisional driver's license 
is issued to the driver for a 
period of no less than 18 
months. In an effort to en- 
courage young drivers to be 
safer on the road and obey 
the restrictions of a provi

sional license, the gover- 
nor's legislation will man- 
date 90-day license suspen- 
sions for violations of the 
seat belt and curfew restric- 
tions during the provisional 
license period. 

If the driver is convicted 
of a moving violation dur- 
ing the provisional license 
period, the 18-month provi- 
sional clock is restarted 
from the date of the viola- 
tion. The legislation will 
restart the clock after the 90- 
day suspension is completed 
for restriction violations: 
failure to wear a seatbelt 
and driving between mid- 
night and 6 a.m 

‘Penalties for Driving 
Under the Influence: Ehr- 
lich will also introduce leg- 
islation to revoke the license 
of a driver under the age of 
21 convicted of an alcohol 
or drugged driving offense 
for three years or until the 
driver turns 21, whichever is 
longer. This bill addresses 
the administrative penalties 
for drunk and drugged driv- 
ing issued by the Motor 
Vehicle Administration 
Under current law, drivers 
under 21 convicted of 
DWI/DUI are not treated 
any differently than those 
over 21, despite the fact that 
alcohol consumption is ille- 
gal 

"This legislation will 
serve as a powerful deter- 
rent to underage drinking 
and driving," said a spokes- 
person for the governor's 
office 

“The measures Governor 
Ehrlich outlined today will 
better prepare young drivers 
to operate a vehicle and act 
responsibly behind the 
wheel,” Robert L. Flanagan, 
secretary of transportation, 
said last Thursday. "The 
incentives are there for both 
parents and young drivers 
to work together so the driv 
ers are ready to deal with 
the challenges they will face 
on the road. This is a com- 
mon sense approach to sav 
ing lives." 

Flanagan will chair the 
work group, which. will fo- 
cus on the five "s,; of teen 
driving: Anexperience, inat- 
tention, ) impairment, ©in- 
volvement, and instruction 
It will also study ways to 
strengthen the role of par 
ents as their children learn 
to drive. The Work Group's 
complete membership and 
schedule will be announced 
at a later date. The members 


will report back to the gov 
ernor by fall of 2005

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Ehrlich Launches 
"Countdown To 


Kindergarten"

ANNAPOLIS — Gov. 
Robert Ehrlich kicked off a 
new $500,000 statewide 
campaign Tuesday promot- 
ing early education and 
child preparation for kinder- 
garten. 

The yearlong effort, 
"Countdown to Kindergar- 
ten: Learning Begins at 
Birth," will emphasize par- 
ents dedicating more time 
to learning with their chil- 
dren before they set foot in 
a school building. 

Dubbing 2005 "The Year 
of the Child," Ehrlich said 
the initiative will help more 
children succeed in school 

The campaign will in- 
clude statewide radio adver- 
tising emphasizing that 
learning begins at birth. It 
also will provide free educa- 
tional materials, involve 
community-based promo- 
tions statewide, and encour- 
age parents to include learn- 
ing activities in daily rou- 
tines 

“We want every parent 
in the-state to-read" 20-min- 
utes a night with their 
child,” Ehrlich said 

He released a Depart- 
ment of ° Educatidn ‘study 
that showed that nearly half 
of Maryland's children ar- 
rive at kindergarten without 
the skills needed to fully 
learn at that grade level. 

The National Research 
Council also reported that 
90 percent of brain growth 
occurs between ages 0 and 
5, yet 90 percent of public 
spending on education oc- 


curs after age 5. 

During the brief cere- 
mony, Ehrlich's older son, 
Drew, 5, read a couple 
pages of a book to demon- 
strate his progress after 
reading with his parents 
every night. Ehrlich also 
said that one of the best 
parts of the initiative was 
that many people were 
working together to support 
the campaign. 

Representatives from the 
Maryland State Department 
of Education, Maryland 
Head Start Association, 
Friends of the Family, the 
Baltimore Ravens, and Dis- 
covery Communications 
were among those there to 
show support for the initia- 
tive. 

Dr. Rolf Grafwallner, 
coordinator of early learn- 
ing programs of the Mary- 
land State Department of 
Education, said that the 
program begins in such an 
early stage of the child's life 
that it promotes eager learn- 
ing 

"We need parents that 
really work with kids and 


support their education," 
Grafwalliner said 
Atwood Collins III, 


chairman of the Countdown 
to Kindergarten committee, 
spoke about how the initia- 
tive saves money- on reme- 
dial education 

“One dollar invésted™ in’ 
early education is equiva- 
lent to $7 spent on remedial 
education," said Collins. 

Ehrlich also stressed the 
importance of every child 
knowing how to read by 
kindergarten, and how that 
could affect other grades in 
school. "Without the essen- 
tials, first grade becomes 
intolerable," he said 


Maryland's Gun Safety Laws Draw 
"A-" Grade From Brady Campaign

WASHINGTON D.C: 
Maryland earned a grade of 
AM feir its gunesafety laws 
in a report recently released 
by the Brady Campaign to 
Prevent Gun Violence that 
gave grades of "D" or "F" to 
31 other states. "Maryland 
has some really good gun 
laws," said Anne Rosello, 
associate director of com 
munications at the Brady 
Campaign. "It requires 
background checks for all 
guns, when some states 
don't." 

Only six states got an 
"A" in the report from the 
Brady Campaign The 
state’s high marks were wel 
comed by Leah Barrett, ex 
ecutive director of Cease- 
Fire Maryland, but she said 
there is still more to-do, 
especially in law enforce 
ment

The eighth annual report 
rated states on whether they 
had seven types of gun laws, 
ranging from _ triggerlock 
laws to a requirement that 
background chécks be done 
for private sales. 

Maryland scored high 
marks for its laws aimed at 


protecting children from 
gun violence,.such as those 
that limit access to hand- 
guns and assault weapons 
by unsupervised youth. The 
state also requires built-in 
locks on guns as well as a 
seven-day waiting period 
and background check 

The state’s lowest grade, 
a "C," came because Mary- 
land limits the ability of 
local governments to pass 
gun laws that are tougher 
than the state’s laws. The 
Brady report said Maryland 
allows local governments to 
regulate guns only in cases 
involving minors and in 
places of assembly, a level 
of flexibility that it criticized 
as “minimal.” 

Rosello said urban areas, 
for example, might want to 
pass stricter measures to 
deal with higher crime rates 

But gun-rights advocates 
disputed the notion that gun 
laws lower gun-related 
crimes. "Maryland already 
has plenty of gun laws, but 
it- hasn't lowered -crime- 
Baltimore," said Sanford 
Abrams, vice president of 
the Maryland Licensed 
Firearms Dealers Associa- 
tion in Baltimore. Gun laws 
will not deter a person who 
intends to break other laws, 
such as committing murder, 
according to Abrams 

"The underlying theme 
is, they are criminals," 
Abrams said, adding that 
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there are better solutions 
than creating new laws. To 
prevent gun accidents in- 
volving childrén, Abrams 
emphasized educating chil- 
dren about what to do if 
they come in contact with 
guns,

Governor Says Slots Will Bring In $100 
Million More For School Construction

ANNAPOLIS — While 
legislators and school offi- 
cials pleaded for more 
school construction money 
at an annual session of the 
Board of Public Works 
Wednesday, Gov. Robert 
Ehrlich made a plea of his 
own for support of a future 
slot machine gambling bill. 

"Should a slots bill be 
passed, there will be another 
$100 million a year for 
school construction," Ehr- 
lich repeated several times 
throughout the day. 

The annual BPW meet- 
ing, colloquially called the 
“beg-a-thon," is designated 
for school officials and lead- 
ers to ask for additional 
state funding. 

School construction pro- 
jects are known to be under- 
funded, so the future slots 
bill would be a way to bring 
more money to the building 
and renovating of schools, 
Ehrlich said. Slot machine 
gambling —-tegisiation-——has 
failed the past two years 

Ehrlich has already allo- 
cated $155 million for 
schools, a substantial in- 
crease from the $100 million 
that he designated last year. 
However, the money is still 
less than the nearly $600 
million that schools _ re- 
quested for construction 
projects this fiscal year, ac- 


cording to David Lever, 
executive director of the 
Maryland Public School 


Construction Program

Nancy K. Kopp, to express 
their need for money for 
construction of a new 
school, renovations, or just 
to replace an old roof. 

But some school officials 
were quickly reminded that 
they would not receive all 
their requests when they 
were interrupted by the 
comptroller with orders to 
cut the list to only a few 
items 

“Tell me what your pri- 
orities are," Schaefer said. 
In Anne Arundel County, 
money was needed for a $4 
million all-day kindergarten 
facility in Ferndale and air- 
conditioning at Arundel 
High School, the only 
school without air-con- 
ditioning in the county, 
costing $2 million. 

Baltimore schools origi- 
nally asked for $33 million, 
but have received $4.7 mil- 
lion so far. Their top priori- 
ties were the renovation of 
three schools 

"We really need $5 bil- 
tion," -satd- Baltimore -City 
Council president Sheila 
Dixon, who was there along 
with Mayor Martin O'Mal- 
ley. "But we are only deal- 
ing with the immediate 
[needs]." 

Howard County schools 
requested $56 million, but 
only received $3 million. 
Sydney Cousin, Howard 
County Schools superinten- 
dent, pleaded for the board 
to reconsider deferring new 
school construction pro- 
jects. After his presentation, 
Cousin was asked how 
much more he expected to 
receive: "None," he said. 

No slots bill has been 
introduced into the General 
Assembly yet this session; 


including Prince George's 
County Executive Jack 
Johnson, did not agree with 
the slots method for funding 
schools. 

"It's a tax against the 
poor,” Johnson said, "It 
forces the poor to dispropor- 
tionately pay for educa-

Governor's Budget Calms Health 
Advocates' Fears Of Massive Cuts

ANNAPOLIS Fear- 
ing massive cuts to health 
care services when Gov. 
Robert Ehrlich announced 
the state budget, Glenn 
Schneider stood in Lawyers 
Mall Wednesday morning 
and wondered aloud to a 
small crowd of supporters: 
"Will the governor use his 
budget as a weapon cf mass 
destruction?" 

But as it turned out, the 
worst fears of Schneider, 
executive director of the 
coalition Health Care For 
All!, were unjustified. When 
Ehrlich announced his 
$25.9 billion 2006 budget 
Wednesday afternoon, he 
included a 9 percent in- 
crease in Medicaid funding 
and a 6.6 percent hike in 
community sérvicés for the 
developmentally disabled. 
Overall, the budget includes 
$7.4 billion for health care, 
27 percent of the total $25.9 
billion budget. 

Earlier in the day, 
Schneider led a 20-minute 
vigil, during which he noted 
that cutting Medicaid fund- 
ing could destroy Mary- 
land's health care system, 
and called on Ehrlich to 
expand the state's health 
care services instead of cut- 
ting them. With a $371 mil- 
lion increase in spending for 
Medicaid (to $4.3 billion), 
Ehrlich promised to provide 
service to about 644,000 
Marylanders.

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No dinosaurs?... 


National focus has descended upon the small, 
conservative Pennsylvania town of Dover because 
the Dover school district has become the first in the 
country to require teachers to make students aware 
of the controversy surrounding evolution while spe- 
cifically referring to the "theory of intelligent design" 
as an alternative 

The Dover school board voted 6-3 to institute a 
policy to force biology teachers to read a one-minute 
statement at the beginning of each school term that 
says Darwin's theory of evolution is not a fact and 
continues to be tested, and “intelligent design is an 
explanation of the origin of life that differs from Dar- 
win's view." The biology teachers at Dover High 
School refused to read the statement last week, so 
the assistant superintendent did so on Monday 

The American Civil Liberties Union has jumped 
into the fray with a federal lawsuit against the dis- 
trict, alleging that the intelligent design theory is in- 
herently religious, and therefore the requirement is a 
violation of the separation of church and state 

What we have, then, 1s the old evolution vs. crea- 
tionism argument, with the only slight difference 
between creationism and intelligent design being 
that the latter, while alleging that the best way to 
explain complex, information-rich structures ob- 
served by biologists is by the existence of a designer, 
it dees-not- identify the designer, as does creationism 
(God) 

It would seem that a very simple solution to all of 
this is for teachers of biology and related sciences to 
be required to instruct that every single explanation 
for the creation and existence of life is theoretical 
and, in some cases, religious. The teacher may per- 
sonally have a strong belief in one theory, and he or 
she,could state such to students, but always with the 
caveat that this is a personal belief and not offered as 
absolute fact. While there is a tremendous amount of 
scientific evidence that supports the theory of evolu- 
tion, no one can say with absolute certainty that it is 
the truth. It would be similar to a Christian Sunday 
school teacher conducting a series on world reli- 
gions. Simply teaching what others believe is not an 
endorsement of that belief, nor is it a rejection of 
Christianity 

Secondly, why is *% that those who oppose evolu- 
tion because of religious beliefs simply cannot com- 
prehend that God just might choose to operate that 
way? A strictly literal translation of the biblical crea- 
tion story is the main reason for rejecting such a no- 
tion. However, while Genesis says that God created 
the-world and all that is in it in six days, Second Pe- 
ter says that "with the Lord, a day is like a thousand 
years, and a thousand years are like a day." 

There are some who even deny that dinosaurs 
ever existed, despite the mounds of evidence (e.g., 
lotS Of skeletons) that prove they existed.

PARIS THE BEAUTIFUL - 0 

The glass pyramid of I.M. Pei, completed in A.D. 
1989, in the courtyard of the Louvre remains as contro- 
versial as when the design was first announced. | respect 
and understand the views of those who hate it, who think 
it unfittingI expected and even wanted to hate it myself, 
but discovered on first seeing the pyramid in the flesh — or 
in the glass, as the case actually is — that I liked it. Indeed, 
I like it very much. 

Corinéections between France and Egypt abound. The 
Louvre itself has a fine collection of ancient Egyptian art 
and artifacts. The glass pyramid is a simple and elegant 
statement of that connection. It is also another geometri- 
cal figure which points beyond itself. 

The Parisian pyramid points to a history wrapped in 
mystery on the edge of the Egyptian desert, a history 
which was complete thousands of years before the glori- 
ous palace of the Louvre existed. It points literally up- 
ward. 

If modern and post-modern mortals have learned that 
“up” is not necessarily where God “is,” nevertheless who 
can look up without at least wondering if there is more to 
life than food, clothing and shelter? A sense of awe stands 
very close to the discovery of beauty 

Even those who despise the pyramids from the outside 
must give Way a little when standing inside it. The pyra- 
mid becomes a glorious atrium of cascading light, remi- 
niscent of the neo-platonic vision which gave birth to 
gothic churches and their stained glass walls 

History more recent than that of the Egyptian pyra- 
mids suggests that caution is often the better part of pru- 
dence, if not of valor, When the Eiffel Tower was built, at 
that time the tallest man-made structure in the world, 300 
French cultural worthies — architects, novelists, play- 
wrights, composers — signed a petition expressing their 
outrage 

In A.D. 1909 the Eiffel Tower was nearly taken down 
because its planning permission had expired. What saved 
the Eiffel Tower was not the realization that it was beauti 
ful, that it was a world treasure. It was saved because it 
had become an irreplaceable radio tower. Thus beauty 
sometimes owes its existence to function 

What is the source of the French love of beauty? Henry 
Adams, in his Mont St. Michel and Chartres, discusses medi- 
aeval devotion to the Blessed Virgin Mary. He points out 
how women became prominent and powerful in mediae- 
val France. Perhaps he would elaborate his theory of the 
feminine in French culture as one source. At the risk of 
outraging any and all, I shall state the obvious: Both 
women and men like women to be beautiful. Paris is like 
a grande dame, ever beautiful 

There is something perhaps even older at work. The 
barbarian tribés originally outside the Roman Empire ad- 
mired the glories of Roman civilization even if they de- 
spised the imposition of its imperial power 

For 2,000 years the people of Gaul have been import- 
ing beauty from what we call Italy to what we call France 
That is why the Mona Lisa hangs in a French art museum 
and not in an Italian one. King Francois I brought Leo- 
nardo to France; with him came certain canvases 

At some point in their history the French discovered 
the power of beauty to heal. Paris is a center of expatriate 
life because wounded souls are Oftén drawn to here for 
that healing power 

On the few bad days | have had injPanis, Lhave needed 
only to take a walk, to let the city embrace me in order to 
have my spirits restored. One need not search out the 
stunning sights, like the walk from the porch of the Made- 
leine to the Seine or from the Bastille to Beaubourg. Fa- 
cades of apartment buildings, window displays in shops, 
alone afe enough 

During the visit of family after Christmas, I had the joy 
of watching Paris put a sparkle in my nephew's face, of 
watching my niece, secure and unself-conscious, skip 
along Parisian streets. That is the effect of Paris at its most 
beautiful 

John Keats closes his poem, "Ode on a Grecian Urn" 
“Beauty is truth, truth beauty, — that is all/Ye know on 
earth, and all ye need to know." Well, not quite all per 
haps, but if we pursue both beauty and truth equally in 
tandem, the rest of what we need to know may follow 

One of the great debates about the philosophy of St 
Thomas Aquinas, who taught a mile from where | sit just 
7'4 centuries ago, is whether beauty is one of the transcen 
dentals. The idea is that the existence of a thing is the 
truth of a thing and the goodness of a thing. To the degree 
that a thing exists, it is equally true (intelligible) and good 
(desirable). The question is whether to the degree that a 
thing exists, it is also beautiful 

That is one of those questions which — absent the dis 
covery of a manuscript — will never be settled. I hope the 
manuscript, if there is one, remains lost so that philoso 
phers may always debate this question, as lovely as it is 
true 

Between now and the imponderable then, my hope too 
is that Paris will continue to be beautiful

It took us quite awhile to 
obtain our little slice of heaven, and we look forward to 
retiring to this beautiful place 

Please take action to protect the community you 
chose to serve! Garrett County is experiencing rapid 
growth and change in a wide variety of ways. As a 
community we need to avoid making decisions that will 
negatively impact the county and its inhabitants. We need 
to carefully consider the overall and long-term impact of 
the current growth in the area.

by the ability to shelter income in something that is 
risk-free-for the investor! In other words, money is 
apparently one of the primary motivators in the swift 
development of this industry, and all of us are helping 
to pay for it-whether we want to or not, whether it is 
has been proven to be worthwhile/ effective or not 

* » We have read articles stating that windpower is not an 
efficient source of energy at present. The wind isn’t 
consistently blowing to generate power, but our 
need/demand for energy is more constant; therefore 
traditional means of generating energy are needed to 
supplement windpower. There are inefficiencies in 
producing energy this way, and it apparently does not 
reduce air pollution or produce cheaper energy 

* Reports from other areas where. wind turbines exist 
report that they are continually noisy to those who live 
nearby and produce flickering shadows, as well as 
strobe lighting. They can also interfere with satellite 
reception. Not exactly a desirable neighbor 

* We have read several articles on the threat to wildlife 
that these huge moving machines present. Consider 
the impact on birds and bats. Our area has a wide 
variety of birds. We love waking up in the morning to 
the symphony outside our window when we are at the 
lake at certain times of the year and thrill to seeing 
new species that we hayen’t seen: before. -We are not 
avid birders, just nature lovers, and we don’t want to 
see their numbers decreased significantly due to these 
machines churning the air with their huge 260 foot 
propeller blades ala Meyersdale! 

A recent article in the Washington Post states that 
researchers have determined that an unusually large 
*number of bat deaths per turbine have been discovered at 
the nearby wind farms on Backbone Mountain in W.Va, 
and Meyersdale, Pa. Conservationists fear that the 
situation could worsen as wind developers erect new 
turbines. Merlin Tuttle, president and founder of Bat 
Conservation International (leading the research effort in 
Appalachia), was quoted as follows 

“Take the most conservative estimates of mortality 
and multiply them out by the number of turbines planned 
and you get very large and probably unsustainable kill 
rates One year from now we could have a gigantic 
problem.” The article goes on further to explain the bats’ 
important roll in nature, such as devouring insects that 
threaten crops such as corn and cotton, but also feasting 
on pests that spread disease such as mosquitos 

The huge number of bat deaths at nearby wind farms 
has researchers puzzled, since the sonar that allows them 
to search for food while avoiding trees and other objects is 
failing to detect the turbines. Windpower is being pitched 
as being environmentally friendly We think not!

Among the 
other remembrances is the 
National Law Enforcement 
Memorial in Washington, 
D.C., where his name is 
carved in a stone wall along 
with the nearly 17,000 of his 
fellow American police offi- 
cers who have died in the 
line of duty since 1792. 

"We thank God for the life 
of David Livengood and we 
wish that day will come when 
all people can recognize and 
appreciate the value of all hu- 
man life." 

A Postscript 

In speaking to the princi- 
pals who were involved in 
these tragic events that took 
place a quarter-century ago, 
this reporter was struck by 
how each of those men, 
who have spent the better 
part of their lives protecting 
the rest us from danger as 
policemen, dispatchers, and 
prosecutors, grew very, very 
sad when recalling the mur 
der of David Livengood 
Their still-living bonds with 
him are not only a tribute to 


the man, but also what his

Continued from Page A-1 
those towers was a flat fee 
of $30, based on two inspec- 
tions conducted by the de- 
partment. 

But the county currently 
has no permit structure spe- 
cifically for towers. The 
rationale for establishing 
one and setting a higher fee 
is that wind turbines are 
more complex structures 
than cellular towers, Nelson 
indicated 

The proposed turbines 
are expected to be 390 to 
400 feet in elevation (to the 
tip of a blade at its highest 
point), according to the di- 
rector. About 900 yards of 
concrete will be needed for 
each tower's 30-foot by 30- 
foot in-ground foundation, 
which means 80 or 90 truck- 
loads of concrete being 
transported on county road- 
ways to the construction 
site, he added. 

Additionally, because of 
the complexity of the. tur- 
bines, more work will be 
required of Planning and 
Land Development. The 
structures will need to be 
inspected three or more 
times, Torrington noted 
The department will also 


have to address easement, 
sediment, and erosion con- 
trol issues, he added.

Commissioner Ernie 
Gregg said he personally 
did not think it was unreal- 
istic to a charge $1 a foot, 
but he. wanted the fee to be 
fair and not single out one 
type of tower. He noted that 
in addition to permitting 
fees, wind turbine compa- 
nies would be paying per- 
sonal property taxes each 
year. He asked if other tow- 
er types were subject to tax- 
es. 

Torrington said he be-

The commissioners and 
Nelson's department, . will 
discuss the fee schedule fur- 
ther before making a final 
decision. As a_ basis for 
comparison, Torrington will 
also see what other counties 
charge for tower permits. 

The chief also reported to 
the. commissioners that-his 
department issued, 751 
building permits in 2004, 
which is a 1.21 percent in- 
crease from the previous 
year. Torrington noted, 
however, that while the to- 
tal cost of those new build- 
ings was .10.88 » percent 
higher in 2004 than the pre- 
vious year, their total square 
footage was 4.51. percent 
lower than in 2003. This

Christmas Bird 
Counters Kept 
Busy This Year 


The annual Christmas 
Bird Count (CBC) took 
place last month during 
exceptionally fine Decem- 
ber weather, which organiz- 
ers said resulted in good 
numbers of birds counted. 
Though nearly all ponds in 
the count area were frozen, 
a portion of Deep Creek 
Lake was still open, and 
counters were able to add 
17 species of waterfowl to 
the 2004 CBC list, boosting 
the overall species count 
considerably from last year. 

A cackling goose spotted 
by Fran Pope was a first for 
the local count. Pope was 
also able to snap several 
nice photos which show the 
size difference between. the 
Canada goose and the cack- 
ling goose 

A number of hawks took 
advantage of calm winds to 
carry out their hunting, 
which led to’ the CBC's 
highest red-tail hawk tally in 
the 34 years of the survey 


Mourning doves, red- 
bellied woodpeckers, blue 
jays, and American crows 


were also present in high 
numbers. Two red-headed 
woodpeckers were noted for 
just the fifth time in the his 
tory of the local count 

A lone surf ‘scoter found 
on Deep Creek Lake was

crows was tallied this year, 
as counters logged 11,214 
individuals of the species in 
comparison to 7,127 in 
2003.

Editor's note: The Dove Center, Garrett County's domestic abuse 
shelter, has provided the following information for release during 
January, National Stalking Awareness Month.

Stalking statutes and laws have only been in effect since 
1990, Before 1990, stalking was not considered a crime in 
United States. As part three on our series of stalking, we 
wanted to concentrate on safety. If you feel you may be a 
victim of a stalker, here are some researched safety tips. Some 
of these may not apply to your specific situation, but others 
may. Utilize those safety tips that will assist in maximizing 
your safety. 
In general: 


* Educate yourself about stalking and stalking laws in 
your state. 

* Tell the stalker only once that you want no contact. After 
that avoid all contact with stalker 

° Keep a stalking journal including dates times and 
specific incidents. 

* Consider filing a peace or protective order against the 
stalker. 

* Keep an "escape bag" at a trusted friend’s house. In this 
bag include items such as cash, clothing prescriptions, and 
copies of important documents (Social Security cards, birth 
certificates, divorce papers, proper identification). 

Ss Tell family, friends, employers, and co-workers you are 
being stalked. 

* Check in daily with family or friends.

None of 
the ‘hits' has been used in a 
criminal trial, and five of 
the six did not work accord- 
ing to the manner in which 
the system was designed.

The report specified a 
number of “problems that 
continue to plague the MD- 
IBIS," including crime guns 
not being entered into the 
system, personal bias of 
examiners, and the ease 
with which a gun barrel can 
be altered to change its bal- 
listic fingerprint. Experts 
also note that regular wear 
incurred by firing a gun 
will, over time, change the 
ballistic fingerprint the bar- 
rel leaves on a shell casing

FARM SERVICE AGENCY ASSISTS RISK 
MANAGEMENT AGENCY 

The Agricultural Risk Protection Act of 2000 (ARPA) 
passed by Congress requires USDA’s Farm Service Agen- 
cy and Risk Management Agency (RMA) to work to- 
gether to improve program compliance and integrity in 
the Federal Crop Insurance Program. County FSA offices 
conduct a program to monitor crop conditions throughout 
the growing season. 

Also, under the monitoring program FSA will conduct 
field spot-checks in efforts to identify and eliminate waste, 
fraud, and abuse of the Federal Crop Insurance Program. 
All suspected cases will be referred to RMA for necessary 
action 

Producers may also file complaints with the Preston 
County FSA Office 

RMA and private insurance providers will reconcile all 
relevant information from insured producers with FSA to 
identify discrepancies in unit structure acreage reporting, 
and production documentation. Additionally, FSA will 
assist in auditing claims for crop loss. 

Risk Management Agency reminds producers to accu- 
rately report crops and acreage timely to their insurance 
provider. Moreover, it is equally important to report all 
damage and potential losses within the applicable time 
period, as stated in one's insurance policy.

COMETS AND ASTEROIDS 

Q. 1 saw on TV that NASA has shot off a rocket aimed at a 
comet out in space. Why? Are they trying to blow it up? 

This NASA mission is intended only to study the 
comet, not to destroy it. There is a lot of misunderstand- 
ing in this entire field, and people often worry unnecessar- 
ily. It’s important to ‘understand what comets are, and 
where they come from: Moreover, we don’t want to con- 
fuse a comet with an asteroid, which is an entirely differ- 
ent type of object 

Comets are located mostly in the outer reaches of the 
solar system, beyond even the planets Neptune and Pluto 
All planets travel around the sun in elliptical orbits, but 
except for Pluto, those orbits are very nearly circles 
Comets,-on the other hand, have extremely eccentric orbits, 
traveling from far away to fairly near the sun and back out

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again. The point of closest approach to the sun is called 


the perihelion and the point farthest away is called the- 


aphelion. That enormous change in distance is what makes 
comets of interest to human observers. Comets can tell us 
something about the composition of the early solar sys- 
tem. ‘ 

We know today that a comet is a ball of frozen gases, 
mainly water but usually including some methane and 
ammonia. It is a remnant of the earliest stages of the solar 
system, before the planets coalesced,'In the outer solar 
system, there is nothing to disturb or change a comet, but 
when it comes near the sun, the outer layers of gas warm 
up and evaporate away from the ball, That gas, stretching 
millions of miles into space, receives energy from the sun 
and lights up, and is visible on earth; we call that the 
“tail” of the comet. It was a puzzling feature (until about 
1960) of comets that the tail always pointed away from 
the sun, regardless of whether the comet was approaching 
or receding from the sun. When the early space probes 
discovered the existence of the solar wind (a steady stream 
of particles outward from the sun), the reason for the 
gases being deflected became clear, and the puzzle of the 
tail-direction was understood. 

By measuring the radiation from the gases in the tail, 
via the technique known as spectroscopy, it is possible to 
figure out a lot about the chemical composition of the ball 
itself, and thus to find out what chemicals were significant 
during the formation phases of the solar system. That's a 
very good reason to study comets. 

A century ago, the most famous comet was Halley’s 
Comet, which came near the sun (perihelion) in 1834 and 
1910, and was beautifully visible from earth. Naturally, 
scientists studied it with the best instruments available at 
the time. Because of its 76-year orbit, everyone was antici- 
pating its return in 1986. But the 1986 visit fizzled — it was 
nowhere nearly as bright as its earlier appearances. Per- 
haps prior to 1986 Halley’s comet lost much of the mate- 
rial that would have lit up. Subsequent comets were much 
more visible, especially in the spring of 1995. 

The recently launched NASA space probe will not try 
to hit the comet, but will pass through the gases of its tail, 
in order to get a close-up view and learn much more than 
can be observed from earth. It’s one of the components in 
a total program of solar-system exploration 

Asteroids, on the other hand, are something com- 
pletely different. In between Mars and Jupiter, there were 
enough rocks to coalesce into another planet, but with the 
sun pulling one way and Jupiter pulling the other, the 
rocks never came together as one large ball — they re- 
mained as just loose rocks, floating in orbit at the distance 
where the planet “should have” formed. We call this the 
asteroid belt. Those loose rocks. are still, out there today, 
and they drift along harmlessly in a nearly circular orbit, 
until one happens to bump into another. 

When that happens, both rocks change to a different 
orbit, and may actually leave the asteroid belt. Some of 
those itinerant rocks come inward toward the sun, and 
follow a pathway that takes them through the orbit of 
some other body: Venus, Earth, our moon, Mars. When 
we look at the craters on the moon, it is evident that over 
a very long time, a lot of rocks have come our way, and 
some have actually hit the surface of the moon. But it’s 
important to remember that for the huge majority of aster- 
oids that cross the orbit of a planet, there is “nobody 
home” when the asteroid goes by, and thus its trajectory 
is a non-event. 

Errant asteroids sometimes reach Earth, and then we 
call them “meteors.” Most of these are very small and 
urn up ih the atmosphere; we call those “shooting stars.” 
But a big one that strikes the surface can make quite a 
Wifference. In’ 1908, something big hit Siberia; but records 
from that remote time and place are not good enough to 
provide much information. 

It appears very likely that a massive asteroid struck 
Earth 65 million years ago, probably in the Gulf of Mex- 
ico near the Yucatan peninsula, and that did a lot of dam- 
age. According to the best current theory, fire and dark- 
ness wiped out so much plant life that all the dinosaurs 
starved to death in a short amount of time.

Nevertheless, it’s fun to talk about and worry about, 
and some folks want to see the government [‘do some- 
thing” about the possible hazard of a major meteor. The 
term “far-fetched” seems particularly appropriate for a 
worry originating in the asteroid belt. 

The effort to study comets, on the other hand, is a rea- 
sonable activity within the overall science of the solar sys- 
tem.

The most prevalent 
substance is called meiittin, an agent with potent anti- 


inflam-matory properties, 


A recent report indicates that researchers have 
studied the effect of low doses of bee venom in test 
animals with rheumatoid arthritis. A new study shows 
how bee venom reduces pain and inflammation in the 
pre-sence of rheumatoid arthritis. Researchers have 
found two possible effects. One is to block the effect of 
genes in the body that cause arthritis-type pain and 


inflammation. The other possible effect is to reduce the 
amount of nitric acid in joint cells. Research-ers indicated 


that more studies are heeded to determine the most 
effective dose of bee venom for those who suffer with this 


type of arthritis.

A » It may be disgusting to you and 
e me. but to a dog. it’s like surfing 
the information superhighway (to bor 
row a badly overused cliché). Dogs 
use their very acute sense of smell to 
find out all sorts of things, including 
where they are and whether theyre in 
danger or not 

When walking your dog. you may 
see numerous behaviors that are not 
socially acceptable among humans 
For example. your dog will want to 
sniff every light pole. fire hydrant or 


bush along the path. It’s picking up 
“markers” lett by other dogs tind 
ing out which dogs have been in the 


neighborhood recently. Your dog may 
leave a mark of its own by lifting its 
leg and peeing.in the same spot. This 


is a way of establishing territory. ‘or 
just saying, “Hey, Fan here too” 

When dogs meet for the first time 
or after not seeing each other tor a 
while — they often circle each other 
and sniff. This is a ritual that helps 
dogs establish each other's identity 
and status without resorting to aggres- 
sion. 

What about rolling in nasty stuff, 
like garbage? Animal experts theorize 
that the practice is a way that dogs 
instinctively disguise their scent. Even 
more disgusting are dogs that eat ani 
mal feces. This is a more common 
practice than most folks like to admit 
And while this also stems from an 
instinctive trait (wild dogs often sup 
plement their diets this way). owners 
should discourage their pets from 
doing so because of the risk of para 
sites 

So there you have it 
the disgusting things your dog is 
prone to do. And I'm sure that. as the 
years pass, your dog will continue to 
amaze you with the smelly. unpalat 
able, gross things it gets into. Just con 
sider it one of the many joys of pet 
ownership

Area residents have also 
been targeted recently with a 
"Lottery-type" scam from 
non-existent businesses orig- 
inating from Canada or En- 
gland, and involved the tar 
get receiving» a check for 
seyeral thousand. dollars. 
The sender requests a wire 
transfer of funds to cover 
expenses to receive a large 
sum of money. The checks 
sent out are fraudulent, and 
are usually not discovered 
until after the victim has 
wired up to several thousand 
dollars to cover expenses, 
police noted. 

GBI asks that anyone 
receiving such letters, tele- 
marketing calls, or e-mails 
not respond to such requests.

ANNAPOLIS — Gov 
Robert Ehrlich on Wednes- 
day released his five- -year 
spending plan for construc- 
tion and renovation of state 
buildings, with a record 
amount set aside for com- 
munity colleges. 

The capital budget allows 
for $157 million in the 2006 
fiscal year to go to public 
school construction, a key 
issue during this General 
Assembly. The total funding 
through fiscal 2010 is more 
than $557 million 

The capital budget allows 
for $181 million for the state 
university system in 2006 
and $684 million through 
fiscal 2010. Community col 
leges will begin receiving 
the first $47 million of what 
Ehrlich said is the largest- 
ever capital improvement 
program for Maryland com- 
munity colleges: $240 mil- 
lion through 2010 

"Numerous _ institutions 
within the system have been 
underserved’ for too many 
years," Ehrlich said. "We've 
tried to balance it 

Coppin State University 
will receive nearly $52 mil- 
lion — $185 million 
through 2010 — to build the 
first three new academic 
buildings there in a quarter 
century. More than $11 mil- 
lion was set aside for a new 
dental school at the Univer- 
sity of Maryland, Baltimore 

The amount set aside for 
education in 2006 comes to 
a total $397 million, or 42 
percent of total funds. More 
than $39 million would go 
toward new health facilities 
in 2006. That includes $15 
million for new ambulatory 
health centers operated by 
the University of Maryland

THE HAT 

Khaki twill is an important fabric for me. My daily 
pants are made of it. I have a travel jacket which I also 
wear nearly every day here in Paris. I had a hat made of 
it. The hat; I am sorry to say, has gone to hat hereafter, or 
perhaps now adorns ‘some other head in the Parisian 
crowd. 

It was the Lord’s Day,'and I was deep in meditation. It 
was a good activity and'on the right day, but not in the 
right place, 1 was riding the Metro. Suddenly, | arrived at 
my destination-external events always seem sudden to 
those deep in interior space. 

I leapt up from the seat, dashed out the door, just be- 
fore it closed. As the train started to pull away, | realized 
that my hat had not gotten out of the'train with me. 

I watched wistfully, powerlessly as the train disap- 
peared from the station into the bowels of the earth. The 
common belief is that such trains reappear later at other 
stations and even that they eventually return. But how 
does one know? Perhaps that train even now is still bur 
rowing, ever deeper 

Whatever may have been the case with the train, my 
hat did not re-emerge from the earth’s entrails. My stop 
was the next to last on that line. I went to the other side of 
the track, and waited for the train to come back. I investi- 
gated cars one by one, changing at each new station 
Surely my behavior provided further evidence in support 
of the common French belief that all foreigners, and espe- 
cially all Americans, are crazy 

That pursuit having proved fruitless, I went to the 
ticket office, and asked about Lost-and-Found. I was not 
the first to need this information. They have a printed 
tear-off pad ready for the forlorn. The instructions said 
that one must wait four days before making an inquiry 
for good measure, | waited eight 

That Monday afternoon was sunny, a happy occur- 
rence during the Parisian winter. When I entered the 
Lost-and-Found office, there was the ubiquitous bureau- 
cratic form to complete. It was mercifully short, perhaps 
out of the French respect for sadness which, one could 
reasonably expect, was the primary emotion of many visi- 
tors to that place 

The wait was also brief; the outcome as sad as ex- 
pected. “Am I] without hope?” I asked. “I’m afraid so,” 
this employeé of the French police replied. As I left, the 
receptionist looked at me questioningly. I shook my head 
Her face showed that she shared my grief. A great French 
strength is their ability to commiserate in resonating emo- 
tions 

I emerged into the sunshine, and took a walk in the 
park adjacent to the police station, strategically situated to 
comfort the disappointed 

That hat had been to Europe with me before and to 
Israel as well. I had bought it in 1986 in preparation for a 
trip to Germany and Italy. Although in many respects it 
was like lots of other hats, it was an original as well. L.L 
Bean surely sold many of them, but I never saw another 

During the hat's European premiere, young men in 
Florence offered to buy it from me. Wherever I went from 
that time until the train bore off my hat, like Charon bear- 
ing a soul across the Styx, people admired my hat. Just 
the Friday before the loss, a French teenage girl ejaculated 


loudly enough for all the crowd on that corner of Mont- 
parriasse to hear, “I adore his hat.” 


She got a smile from, me and, who knows, maybe from 
my hat as well. While her expression was more vivid than 
the usual admiration, friends accompanying me often ob- 
served how ‘people on the street stopped to behold that 
simple, excellent hat 

In fact, I had planned to retire my hat. It had been my 
intention to send it to my son, now a college freshman, as 
a keepsake. He loved to hate that hat. He loves to hate all 
my hats really, but he loved to hate that hat most of all 
Perhaps he did not realize that it was. admiration which 
strangers felt for my hat. Perhaps for a teenager, it would 
not have mattered: strangers staring at your parents is 
always a bad thing 

So I wrote an e-message to him, reporting, as I said 
“some small, sad news.” My son is sage beyond his years 
and I have long since learned to listen carefully to him 
He replied: “I am terribly sorry and overjoyed at the same 
time to hear the news of your hat. You’re right, I did love 
to hate that hat, but I know it meant a lot to you. Maybe 
it was just time. Material possessions can’t last forever.” 

“Chapeau” is the French word for “hat.” It has a 
charming colloquial use as a synonym for “Bravo!” when 
someone has done well. “Chapeau!” captures the joyful 
storm of hats at commencements upon the pronounce 
ment of diplomas or degrees conferred 

There is also the old saying in English, “I take my hat 
off to you,” as a word of appreciative congratulation. It 
survives from a more chivalrous age when gentlemen 
really did take off their hats in salutation and salute 

I cannot send the hat to my son. I can and do send him 
a word which shall last, in all that it betokens, an eternity 
longer than ever the hat could have: “Chapeau!”

Believe it or not, there 
was a time when the Su 
preme Court's answer to 
this question was no, not if 
they were slaves. It was 
1856. Dred Scott, a black 
slave, had been taken north 
of the Mason-Dixon line 
into Illinois and Wisconsin 
where: slavery was prohib 
ited by the Missour: Com 
promise. Scott sued for his 
freedom and lost. The Su- 
preme Court ruled that the 
compromise was unconsti- 
tutional. Congress, they 
said, had no authority to 
limit slavery in that way 

In the court's mind, the 
choice to own slaves was an 
individual decision, a pri- 
vate. matter for each citizen 
to struggle with apart from 
interference by the state. Ifa 
person, in an. act of con- 
science, chose not to keep 
slaves, that was his own 
decision, but he could not 
force that choice on others. 
Every person had a private 
right to choose 

Today the dream of 
Black America has come 
true, by and large. Slavery is 
a thing of the past and 
Blacks. are well into the 
mainstream of American 
life. In a climate of civil

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Flu Vaccination 
Continued from Page A-1 
persons who request it. 
Those who wish to get the 
vaccine are asked to call the 
health department at 301- 
334-7770 or 301-895-3111 
to schedule an appointment. 
Appointments will be avail- 
able at both the Oakland 
and Grantsville locations. 
The cost of the vaccine is 
$18. 

"The system worked the 
way it was supposed to," 
said Health Officer Rodney 
Glotfelty. "We prioritized 
people and vaccinated high 
risk first, then lowered the 
eligibility to 50 years old, 
and now we are happy to 
offer vaccine to everyone." 

Cases of influenza or flu- 
like illnesses have reached 
the "widespread" designa- 
tion, according to the De- 
partment of Health and 
Mental Hygiene (DHMH) 
This indicates the state's 
population is experiencing 
an increase in influenza-like 
illnesses. 

"Even with the wide- 
spread activity, it is not too 
late to get a vaccination," 
said DHMH Secretary S 
Anthony McCann "] 
strongly encourage anyone 
to contact their health care 
provider or local health de- 
partment to arrange for a flu 
shot or dose of FluMist.” 

The shortage of vaccine 
prompted Maryland offi 
cials in October to place 
restrictions on those eligible 
to~recerve-the-vaceimne:—Be- 
fore this recent lifting of all 
restrictions, the eligible list 
was expanded earlier this 


month to accommodate a 
larger percentage -of the 
population 


Although influenza is not 
a reportable disease in 
Maryland, DHMH _ is able 
to track the illness through 
voluntary reporting from 
health care providers and 
from reports of illness from 
nursing homes in the state 

Typical flu symptoms 
include fever, dry cough, 
sore throat, runny or stuffy 
nose, headache, muscle 
aches, and extreme fatigue 
Children may experience 
gastrointestinal problems 
including nausea, vomiting, 
and diarrhea.

son for their recommenda- 
tions.

Continued from Page A-1 
is on the Homeland Secu- 
rity Appropriations Sub- 
committee that funds ay 
grant program. 

The Kitzmiller VFD will 
use its grant to purchase 12 
new sets of turnout gear, 
including new helmets, 
boots, gloves, pants, and 
coats. It will also buy new 
computer and training soft- 
ware for self-guided training 
exercises so the firefighters 
do not have to take a day 
off from work to travel for 
training at regional training 
centers. 

The department will also 
use some of the funds to 
purchase a new ATV vehi- 
cle with a trailer, which will 
be used for both rescue and 
brush fire work. This is es- 
pecially important in rural 
parts of the county where 
even SUVs have difficulty 
getting to certain areas, Mi- 
kulski noted. 

In addition, the Kitzmil- 
ler VFD will purchase a 
backup generator to replace 
its aging one. Kitzmiller is 
prone to flooding, and the 
fire hall is often used as a 
community center and shel- 
ter when there are power 
outages in the area 

This is the first award for 
the department, and the 
third one for a Garrett 
County fire department this 
fiscal year. So far this fund- 
ing cycle, Garrett County 
fire departments have been 
awarded a totat of $209;236 
in federal grants

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Maryland's Local Officials Study 
Budget Boost, Bemoan Grant Cuts

ANNAPOLIS — Many 
counties will see significant 
cuts in some state grants, 
though the overall increase 
in state aid to local govern- 
ments will rise 

Gov. Robert Ehrlich's 
proposed 2006 budget ear 
marks $5.1 billion for coun 
ties and municipalities, up 
$396 million, or 8 percent, 


from the current fiscal yea! 
Most of that total more 
than $4 billion is aSSis 
tance to public sch ac 
cording to a report by the 
nonpartisan Department ‘of 
Legislative Services. Pubic 
school aid would increase 


by $392 million, or 11 per 
cent 

Ehrlich has highlighted 
public construction 
as one of the most pressing 
issues this year. Funding for 
transportation projects also 
would increase by $102 mil- 
lion, or 22 percent, thanks 
to the restoration of a grant 
that had been cut the last 
two years 

Maryland's 23 counties 
and Baltimore are to receive 
$554 million in revenue for 
road improvements from 
gas taxes and vehicle-title 
and registration fees. Coun 
ties receive the bulk of reve- 
nues from these "highway 
user's fees 

James Peck, director of 
research for the Maryland 
Municipal League, praised 
the administration for re- 
storing those revenues. He 
said he expected towns and 
cities to fare better in 2006 
than they have in previous 
years. But some county ad 
mimistrators are concerned, 
as they were in years past, 
that they will major 
sources of revenue if certain 
state grants are cut or elimi- 
nated

Senators Seeking To Stem Growing 
Number of Uninsured Marylanders

ANNAPOLIS The 
number of Marylanders 
without health insurance 
grew 7.2 percent in one 
year, with thousands more 
of them young adults, 
health officials told lawmak- 
ers Tuesday, figures that 
have legislators scrambling 
to reverse the trend. 

The Maryland Health 
Care Commission. reported 
to the Senate Finance Com- 
mittee Tuesday that the 
“number of Marylanders 
without health insurance 
increased from 690,000 to 
740,000 in 2003, or 13.6 
percent of the state popula- 
tion. That figure exceeded 
the 12.8 percent uninsured 
in 2000 

The commission also re 
ported that 40 percent of the 
uninsured are between the 
ages of 19-34, something 
that lawmakers found 
alarming 

To counter these prob 
lems, Delegate Donald Elli- 


ott, R-Frederick, and Bar- 
bara Hoffman, a _ former

E.J. Pip- 
kin, R-Queen-Anne's, com- 
plaining that many young 
Maryland adults "still play 
health insurance roulette.” 


Lawmakers Considering Eliminating 
Maryland Sales Tax On Textbooks

ANNAPOLIS — Like 
most students - starting 
school today, Ebony 
Wilder, 19, a sophomore at 
the University of Maryland 
College Park, has to shell 
out more than _ tuition 
money. Wilder expects to 
spend about $500 for text- 
books in five classes and 
there doesn't seem to be any 
relief from that cost for her 
anytime soon 

Delegate Peter Franchot, 
D-Montgomery, has _pro- 
posed a bill to exempt text- 
books from the state's 5 per- 
cent sales tax in an effort to 
cushion the rising cost of 
higher education. The bill 
would cost the state about 
$12 million in lost revenue, 
according to the bill 

"It's a small amount that 
can be found in the budget 
for the support of college 
students," Franchot said 

But several lawmakers 
said the bill will do more 
harm than help 

"Il like helping students 
It should be a‘priority on 
our list," said Delegate Jon 
Cardin, D-Baltimore Coun- 
ty. "The question is how are 


we going to pay for it." 

"It's too expensive for the 
good you get out of it,”

lar, which Cryor estimates

Legislators are looking 
for other. ways to alleviate 
the high pri¢e of textbooks, 
but Cryor said that eliminat- 
ing the sales tax is a poor 
solution to the problem 
Compared to the $25.9 bil- 
lion’ ‘budget that Gov 
Robert Ehrlich proposed, 
Franchot said the expense is 
worth the loss in revenues 

Higher education spend- 
ing has declined and tuition 
has risen an average of 30 
percent over the last couple 
years. Only this year did 
Ehrlich add $43 million in 
operating costs for the uni- 
versity system, limiting the 
in-state tuition increase to 
no more than 5.9 percent 
this fiscal-year. 

Those’, cost pressures 
have meant that some stu-

dents are not purchasing 
textbooks, Franchot said. 

Franchot proposed the 
bill, he said, because of 
"Bob Ehrlich's hammering 
of the university," Franchot 
said. 

Marty Freedman, an 
accounting professor at 
Towson University, did not 
realize how costly text 
books were until he went 
into the bookstore one day. 

"Il was amazed," he said. 
"The professors are really 
not aware." In his under- 
graduate accounting class, 
students do not have to pur- 


chase a book, but in his 


graduate class, the ‘book 
costs about $80 

Most books for major 
classes cost about $100 each 
and the prices increase

HYDROGEN CARS 
Q. At the big annual car show in Detroit this year, they were 
showing off a car that runs on hydrogen. How does that work? 
The hydrogen car is a big hope for the future, because 
it is non-polluting and will help get our nation unhooked 
from dependence on foreign oil. However, it will be many 
more years before this is a practical means of transporta- 
tion. 

As displayed at the auto show, the hydrogen car looks 
just like a “regular” car, and that’s important in order to 
give the public a sense of comfort with it. If you’re just a 
rider on a single trip, nothing seems unusual. But what 
goes on under the hood is very unusual, nothing at all like 
a conventional automobile engine. There you'll find a fuel 
cell 

Any automobile engine actually does just one thing 
very well: it makes a shaft rotate. That rotation goes to 
work causing the wheels to turn and the car to move 
What’s interesting is how that rotation occurs. In the 
standard internal combustion engine, fuel (usually gasoline) 
is burned (exploded) inside the cylinders, and the explo- 
sive force of the hot gases pushes against the pistons. The 
pistons are connected to a crankshaft, which rotates. A 
century ago, some cars were driven by steam 
which has been used for centuries to push pistons 


pow er 


In the hydrogen car, the fuel goes through a very differ 
ent process, but the final outcome is still that a shaft ro 
tates. Instead of cylinders and spark plugs and pistons, the 
hydrogen fuel is “burned” in a different way. Gases of 
hydrogen (H,) and oxygen (O;) both enter a fuel cell con 
taining a chemical solution. There they are combined to 
form water (H,O). The trick is that the fuel cell contains a 
very special membrane that keeps the bubbles of O, and 
H, apart. Protons (a proton is the nucleus of a hydrogen 
atom) are allowed to pass through this membrane, but 
electrons cannot — the electrons have to take the long way 
around, going outside through a wire 
return and complete the chemical reaction 


before they can 


When electrons have to take the long way around and 
travel through a wire, that’s an electric current. A current 
can be used to power an electric motor, and the entire 
purpose of an electric motor is to rotate a shaft. From that 


point on, to make the wheels turn, the Hydrogen car is the 
same as a conventional auto 


Notice that water is the only thing coming out of the 
fuel cell. That's what makes the hydrogen car non 
polluting. You can drink the exhaust product 

Auto manufacturers have been able to achieve several 


important goals in their demonstration models: good ac 


celeration, high speed, reasonable distance covered, et 
Steering, braking and so forth have nothing to do with the 
engine, so they are completely normal. The / ! car 
behaves pretty much as an ordinary car. That is the whol 


point of demonstrating the concept at the annual auto 
show 

There are a few places where hydrogen-powered vehi 
cles are in operation, in limited applications. For exam 
ple, in Vancouver, B.C. (Canada), a fleet of buses pov 


ered by hydrogen take people around the downtown area 
In certain other communities, vehicles owned by the loca! 
municipality are run on hydrogen, partly for the novelty 
of it, partly to reduce pollution, but also to gain some ex 
perience with the long-term behavior of such vehicles 

One of the questions that needs to be answered is 
“Where do | go to fill up with hydrogen?” Municipalities 
that own fleets of vehicles can afford to build their own 
refueling facilities. But for John Q. Public, at the present 
time, there aren't any “gas stations” for hydrogen, and 
that obstacle is known as the infrastructure problem. An 
other question is “Where does the hydrogen come from in 
the first place?” I'll discuss those topics next time

PAWS Gets Grant 
To Help Ease 
Feral Cat Problem 


PETsMART Charities 
has recently awarded Gar- 
rett County's PAWS (Part 
ners for Animal Welfare 
and Safety) organization a 
$3,000 grant. The money is 
to be used to begin a pilot 
Trap-Neuter-Return pro 
gram aimed at reducing the 
number of stray and feral 
(wild) cats in Oakland and 
the surrounding areas 

Tarp-Neuter-Return, or 
TNR, and is a full manage- 
ment plan in which stray 
and feral cats living out- 
doors ‘in cities, towns, and 
rural areas are humanely 
trapped, evaluated, vacci- 
fated, and sterilized by vet- 
erinarians. When volunteer 
homes are available, kittens 
and tame strays are fostered 
and eventually adopted into 
good homes, a PAWS 
spokesperson said. Healthy 
adult cats too wild to be 
adopted are marked as ster- 
ile, and returned to their 
familiar surroundings under 
the lifelong care of volun- 
teers 

In special situations 
where cats are living in dan 
gerous conditions or in ar- 
eas where their presence 
poses a problem, the cats 
are trapped, sterilized, and 
relocated 

The grant awarded by 
PETsMART is to be used 
specifically to help cover the 
cost of having homeless cats 
sterilized and vaccinated for 
rabies, the spokesperson 
said 

"TNR is a method of 
feral cat population control 
being used by animal con- 
trol and welfare organiza- 
tions in communities na- 
tionwide with great suc- 
cess," said the spokesper 
son. "It has been shown to 
be an effective means of 
stabilizing feral cat popula- 
tions and has succeeded in 
reducing numbers of home- 
less cats where programs of 
eradication (euthanasia) 
have failed. Major humane 
organizations such the 
ASPCA, Doris Day Foun- 
dation, the Humane Society 
of the United States, the 
North Coast Animal 
League, and others endorse 
I'NR as the best, most cost 
and humane 
means of controlling home- 
less cat populations." 

Members of PAWS hope 
to build a successful TNR 
program in Garrett County 
They have already started 
some trapping of cats in a 
colony located in the down- 
town Oakland area. Twelve 
cats have been trapped since 
Nov. 12, the spokesperson 
reported. The adult cats 
have been successfully relo- 
cated after being vaccinated 
and sterilized, and three 
kittens have been adopted 
nto good nomes 

"This is only a start," the 
spokesperson said. "Cat 


effective 


overpopulation is a commu- 
nity problem, and PAWS 
will rely heavily on commu- 
nity cooperation and sup- 
port for this program to suc- 
ceed. We hope that cat lov- 
ers will rally behind this 
cause. Educating cat owners 
to be responsible by keeping 
their cats safe and happy 
indoors and having their 
pets spayed or neutered is 
going to be key to the pro- 
gram's success as well." 

PAWS members are ask- 
ing people currently feeding 
stray cats to get in touch 
with them so that they can 
determine where TNR help 
is needed 

"The desire is to reach 
these individuals while the 
cat numbers they are caring 
for are still manageable and 
before breeding turns two or 
three cats into 10 or 16." 

The increase in_ the 
length of days triggers fe 
male cats to go in heat and 
begin breeding. First litters 
of kittens can be seen as 
early as March, the spokes- 
person said 

Monetary donations are 
also being sought by the 
organization. As previously 
stated, the PETsMART 
grant will help subsidize the 
cost of having homeless cats 
spayed or neutered and pay 
for rabies vaccinations, but 
will provide only $25 for 
each cat. That is about a 
one half to a third of what 
the fees will be. PAWS will 
be responsible for coming 
up with the rest of the funds 
needed to cover those vet- 
erinary costs 

Traps and other equip- 
ment, such carriers 
and leather gloves, are also 
needed. Anyone wishing to 
donate to the program is 
asked to send contributions 
to PAWS Help for Home- 
less Cats at P.O. Box 745, 
McHenry, MD 21541 

Persons. interested in 
helping trap cats, transport 
them to and from the vet, 
helping manage a feral cat 
colony, or fostering or

NEW UNIFORM GUIDELINES FOR FSA COUNTY 
COMMITTEE ELECTIONS ANNOUNCED 

New uniform guidelines for conducting Farm Service 
Agency County Committee elections were recently an- 
nounced. Authorized by the 2002 Farm Bill, these guide- 
lines are designed to increase the participation of minority 
and women producers 

On August 17, 2004, the USDA published a list of pro- 
posed guidelines in the Federal Register for public com- 
ment. The proposed guidelines were developed based on 
input from associations, community groups and leaders, 
as well as by an inter-agency working group convened by 
the Secretary of Agriculture. Due to the many public com- 
ments received, the comment period was extended until 
October 16, 2004 

As the result of the comments received and further con- 
sideration of the secretary, some of the proposed guide- 
lines have been modified in the final guidelines published 
in the Federal Register. The adopted provisions pertaining 
to the county FSA committee election process include the 
following: 

*Réquires that ballots be mailed directly to the state 
FSA office only at the request of one candidate, or when 
the secretary determines that this procedure is necessary 
for any specific county FSA committee. In all other cases, 
voters will return their ballots to their county FSA office 
Ballot opening and counting will be fully open and acces- 
sible to the public, with#10 days’ advance notice of the 
date and time of the vote tabulation. 

*If no valid nominations are filed, the secretary may 
nominate up to two individuals to be placed on the ballot 
If the secretary does not exercise this authority, the state 
FSA committee may do this. If neither the secretary not 
the state FSA committee chooses to exercise this author- 
ity, then the county FSA committee shall nominate two 
individuals to be placed on the ballot 

The county FSA committee will annually review the 
Local Administrative Area (LAA) boundaries to ensure 
the fair representation of Socially Disadvantaged Produc 
ers (SDA) in the area, with sufficient time for public input 
of proposed LAA boundary changes prior to the state 
FSA committee review. In specific instances, FSA Head 
quarters in Washington, D.C., may conduct further re 
view of LAA boundary changes if further review is sought 
by either the public or deemed appropriate 

«County FSA offices shall actively locate and recruit 
eligible candidates identified as SDA farmers as potential 
nominees for the county FSA committee elections using 
any reasonable means necessary, including the develop- 
ment partnerships with community based organizations 

*Allows for the release of voter names and addresses to 
candidates. All other eligible voters will only be entitled to 
review a list of the voter names 


FSA will incorporate the new guidelines into regula 
tions governing county FSA committee elections The 
guidelines represent the USDA's commitment to ensuring 
that all producers have fair and equal access to all pro- 
grams. FSA will continue to look for more ways to ensure 
that county FSA committees fairly represent producers in 
covered areas

In Salisbury, Pa. 


The Pennsylvania Asso- 
ciation for Sustainable Agri-

During this all-day for- 
mat, Joel Salatin will give 
examples of how family 
farming, multi-species graz- 
ing, and relationship mar- 
keting can all work to im- 


prove one's bottom line 
Lunch will feature pastured 
meats, and there, will be 


time for questions and an- 
swers 

Salatin is a nationally 
renowned speaker on or- 
ganic farming and "relation- 
ship marketing,” Whd chal- 
lenges farmers to look criti- 
cally at how they produce 
and market food. By putting 
an emphasis on improving 
the “profit ratio," Salatin 
has developed techniques 
for reducing inputs and in- 
creasing returns. 

For example, Salatin 
entices the pig to work for 
him, which replaces the 
need for machinery and 
petroleum 

"In the winter, we bed 
cows in the hayshed every 
couple days with straw, 
wood chips, or leaves to 
lock soluble nutrients with 
carbon, to minimize leach 
ing and vaporization," he 
said. "In between the layers 
of bedding pack, we add 
whole corn, In the spring, 
when cows go back out to 
graze, we turn pigs into that 
anaerobic bedding pack 
which has fermented the 
corn. It entices them to root 
through the deep bedding, 
aerate the pack, and initiate 
aerobic composting. This 
saves the step, of windrow- 
ing compost. It creates a 
perfect and passionate living 
environment for a pig, and 
replaces tractors that rust 
with ‘pig-aerators' that 
grow."

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LOAN DEFICIENCY PAYMENTS 

Maintaining beneficial interest is a key rule for grain to 
be eligible for loan deficiency payments (LDP). There are 
two types of LDPs ~ field direct and basic. They each re- 
quire different forms to be executed in a timely manner. 
In the case of field direct, producers of commodities must 
complete a field direct LDP agreement (CCC-709) prior 
to harvest. Producers can use the CCC-709 form to cover 
some or all of their production. 

A basic LDP is requested in the same manner as a 
CCC loan, after the grain has been harvested and put into 
storage but prior to losing beneficial interest. Producers 
must complete .a CCC-633, Loan Deficiency Payment 
Certification and Application prior to losing beneficial 
interest. Once a producer loses beneficial interest in a 
commodity it can not be regained for LDP purposes. 

DCP SIGN-UP 

Producers may sign up for the 2005 Direct and 
Counter-Cyclical Program. Producers who want to up- 
date their contracts need to address land and business is- 
sues like rented land and lease requirements before updat- 
ing their contracts. Since this program has moved to the 
World Wide Web; it takes longer to process the contracts.

Ingredient in Chocolate May 


Control Coughing 

Recently, British researchers indicated that one of the 
ingredients in chocolate could eventually become an 
effective prescription or over-the-counter cough medicine 
ingredient.. The ingredient to which they refer is 
theobromine, which is found naturally in cocoa. The 
research was conducted with 10 healthy volunteers who 
received either codeine (an effective cough suppressant), 
theobromine, or placebo. Researchers then gave the 
volunteers capsaicin, a substance that causes test 


According to those conducting the research, the 
amount of capsaicin needed to produce a cough was 
about 30% more in the theobromine subjects compared 
40 those who got the placebo. The amount of capsaicin 
“needed to cause coughing in those who got codeine was 


Researchers concluded that theobromine was more 
effective than codeine in controlling cough in this small 
study. In addition itewas reported that those who got 
feobromine had mo central nervous system or

THE SUN - The sun spends the first 15 days of Febru- 
ary in the star group Capricornus. On February 16 the sun 
enters the star group Aquarius, where it stays until March 
10, The amount of daily sunlight slowly grows in Febru- 
ary, from about 10 hours and 12 minutes to 11 hours and 
16 minutes by month's end. In early February the sun 
rises about 7:26 a.m., and sets around 5:38 p.m. In late 
February sunrises are about 6:53 a.m. while sunsets are 
about 6:09 p.m. The sun's midday height during February 
grows from 33 to 42 degrees (30 degrees is 1/3 of the way 
from the horizon to the top of the sky). In February the 
length of twilight is an hour, meaning that the fainter stars 
fade from view about an hour before sunrise and the 
fainter stars reappear an hour after sunset. In mid 
February, we have about 11.3 hours each night for star 
gazing 

THE MOON - As February begins, the moon shines 
in the early morning sky. On the days around February 8 
(new moon) the moon hides in the sun's glare. On Febru 
ary 10 the moon reappears as a narrow crescent low in the 


western dusk. By February 15 the moon has grown to half 


full, appearing as a letter "D," the best moon shape to 
view the craters with binoculars. On February 19-20 the

moon appears close to the bright planet Saturn. The moon 
is nearly full on the evening of February 23, as it shines 
among the stars of Leo. In late February, the moon ap- 
pears in the late evening sky near the bright planet Jupiter. 

THE SOLAR SYSTEM - Our five nearest planetary 
neighbors appear as points of light that shine steady, 
unlike the bright night stars that twinkle. The brilliant 
planet Venus is too close to the sun to be seen in Febru- 
ary. Low in the southeastern dawn is the planet Mars, 
shining in front of the stars of Sagittarius. In the late eve- 
ning sky the bright planet Jupiter can seen low in the east. 
During the evening hours, the bright planet Saturn moves 
from the southeast to the south. At the end of February, 
the planet Mercury may be glimpsed low in the western 
dusk 

THE STARS -— Orion, the year's brightest star group, is 
at its best on February evenings. Orion's trademark is its 
belt of three stars in a row. Above and to the left is Betel- 
geuse, a bright pinkish star. Below and to the right of the 
belt is Rigel, Orion's brightest star. If you make a line with 
Orion's belt and go down and left, you come to Sirius, the 
night's brightest star. The Big Dipper is stunning in the 
north-northeast, with its top two stars pointing left to the 
North Star, a modest star about halfway up in the north 
ern sky. At dawn, the stars then on display match the stars 
of early summer evenings. Midway in the northeast is the 
bright star Vega. High in the north is the Big Dipper. Ex- 
tend the Dipper's handle outward and you'll come to Arc- 
turus, a bright golden star nearly overhead

Bar- 
bara Frush, D-Prince 
George's, called a Tuesday 
news conference to promote 
the measures to ban smok- 
ing in all state bars and res- 
taurants 
Because of mounting 
scientific evidence about the 
dangers of secondhand 
smoke, new data from a 
Gonzalez Research and 
Marketing sur 
vey, and new laws banning 
smoking in Italian and Irish 
bars, they are confident the 
ban will pass this year 
"There's no justification

any more" to oppose the 
ban, Frush said. "It's just a 
matter of when, and we 


think when is now." 

Representatives of 
Smoke-Free Maryland 
joined Frush and Ruben to 
announce the findings of the 
survey, which shows 63 
percent of Marylanders fa 
vor a ban 

According to the Depart 
ment of Health and Mental 
Hygiene secondhand 
smoke kills 1,000 people 
annually in Maryland. The 
dangers of secondhand 
smoke also harm bar staff 
and prevent many people 
from going to bars and res 
taurants, Ruben said 

The survey backed up 
her claims. The results indi 
cated that 85 percent of 
Marylanders do not smoke 
and 19 percent would fre 
quent bars more often if 


they were all smoke-free 
Yet the survey also deter 
mined that 10 percent of 


Marylanders would go to 
bars less often if they were 
smoke-free 
Opponents of a smoking 
ban contend it would hurt 
the hospitality business, 
especially in areas close to 
the state line.

Count Slated 
For Saturday 


The Garrett County Mid- 
winter Bird Count will take 
place this Saturday, Feb. 5, 
and all interested individu- 
als, including — previous 
count participants, are in- 
vited to take part.

Local 
schools, churches, youth groups, businesses, various 
civic/charitable organizations, and individuals have 
all been pitching in to try to help people whom they 
have never seen and probably will never meet; peo- 
pleof different races, of different religions, of differ- 
emtcultures. 

There are, of course, many ongoing local needs 
for financial assistance, and there are literally thou- 
sands of charities and organizations that aid and as- 
sist Our own citizens which constantly need dona- 
tions. Yet Garrett County residents, as well as mil- 
lions. of other Americans in communities just like 
Ours, are graciously Opening their hearts, and their 
pocketbooks, to help people of other nations who are 
hurting.

"IF IT WAS TEA I WAS THINKING OF" 

“Tea! Thou soft, thou sober, sage and venerable liq- 
uid!” I used that quotation in my second newspaper col- 
umn 22 years ago. When did I discover tea? It might have 
been during our family vacation in New England the sum- 
mer of 1974, the summer I turned 14. We ate at a country 
inn where I ordered tea. That was in a small, New York 
borough on the way home. Watertown it was, I think 

All these years later, Paris is in the full throes of discov- 
ering tea. 

Paris is a coffee town, and France is a coffee country, 
though not in the way that the U.S.A. is a coffee country 
In America, coffee is the drink for all times and seasons 
In France, coffee is an anchor of breakfast. It is a beverage 
that provides a quick jolt after the midday or evening 
meal. It is the excuse for people-watching at a table of a 
small restaurant, named for coffee, a “cafe 

When I first came to Paris 30 years ago tea was 
thing disgusting which the English (also disgusting) 
drank. The French have begun a love.affair with tea, 1f 
not with the English : 

A new class of small restaurant now adorns Parisian 
“salon de thé,” the tea-room. While there are 
f tea

streets, the 
also plenty of restaurants where you can get a cup 
for a buck or less (at an Algerian couscous restaurant | 
frequent, a glass of sweet mint tea is included in the price 
of the meal) the Parisian salon de thé is an up-market in 
vention. A pot of tea cost six or seven dollars, the price of 
the entire meal at the Algerian restaurant 

Tea, Parisian style, is an aesthetic experience, like most 
things in Paris. There are between five and 25 varieties of 
tea listed on the menu, each a nuanced delicacy. The Eng 
lish manner of drinking tea, with a little milk, is a habit 
which the French still deplore. There is the color, the bou 
quet, the balance, and even, yes even the taste of the tea 
to be considered. To the French, milk reduces those var 
ous subtleties into indistinguishable brownness. I’m not 
agreeing, just reporting 

This rhetoric of tea reminiscent of something 
namely, the French attitudé to wine. At a certain Tevel 
certainly, tea is an alternative to coffee. At another level 
however, tea is a cousin to wine 

There was a Tea Convention months 
ago. There were posters in the Metro advertising the con 
vention. The convention had its own web site. On the 
poster was the following message, accompanied by pi 
tures of corresponding glassware: “With respect to anti 
oxidants, 2 cups of tea=1 glass of red wine 
orange juice= 20 glasses of apple juice.” 

Voila! The only thing better for you than a cup of tea is 
a glass of red wine, which ts twice as good for you. There 
you have it, the nub of the French tea philosophy! Who 
needs fruit juice? 

In addition to the salons de thé there are also shops dedi 
cated solely to selling loose tea. Britain offers a large sele« 
tion of teas which demand a premium price, but nothing 
like the prices demanded in Paris 

There are several of these emporia near my house, one 
of which is styled “The Palace of Tea.” Exclusive teas are 
priced like exclusive wines. The cheapest, an English 
blend called “Strong Breakfast Tea” (the name is given in 
English) sells for $4 per fifth ORaspownd® Get the message: 
English=strong=cheap=not-verygood, An’ exotic white 
tea, called “tenderloin of silveg.¢my translation) costs $53 
for the same quantity 

Tea is not only a beverage in Paris, it is a metaphor 
There is a line of lingerie sold in independent shops bear- 
ing the name of one of the principal tea-producing regions 
of India, “Darjeeling.” When a perfume maker names a 
perfume “Opium,” and pictures the new perfume with a 
size twelve woman in a size ten dress, I get the point 
When lingerie is named for a tea, to me at least, some- 
thing is missing 

In the interests of science and sound journalism I made 
a survey of lingerie shops along the Rue de Rennes in the 
shadow of the Montparnasse Tower. As I gazed upon the 
lacey, gauzy, revealing, concealing extrapolations of noth- 
ing, if it was tea I was thinking of, I cannot say that I was 
thinking more of tea in front of the Darjeeling window 
than in front of the others. If you know what I mean 

For those who are worrying that I am blowing my 
budget on fancy tea, calm yourself! The Scots taught me 
to drink tea, with an able assist from the English. In that 
fair isle known as Great Britain (I believe this habit is 
shared by the Welsh as well), the stolid, evening, family 
meal is called “tea.” “Have you had your tea?” is to ask if 
someone has had supper (or dinner as our urbanized 
counterparts like to say) 

I buy my tea with the Africans and Asians in a shop 
where theteare a dozen varieties of tea, but most of them 
for $3 per half pound — that’s loose tea, not tea bags. I buy 
Darjeeling — tea, that is - and I drink it with milk: soft, 
sober, sage, venerable, and all in a cup

President's Reform Plans for Social 
Security Divide Md. Lawmakers +

WASHINGTON — 
President Bush's call for 
Social Security reform drew 
the only audible grumbling 
during his State of the Un- 
ion‘ address Wednesday — 
grumbling that was echoed 
by members of Maryland's 
Democratic delegation. 

The president's Social 
Security -plan “just won't 
withstand analysis," said 
Sen. Paul Sarbanes; D-Md., 
after the speech. "This wasa 
real sales job." 

But Rep. Roscoe Bartlett, 
R-Fredesick, said he was 
happy to see the president 
addressing the issue 

"It was a tough sell, but 
he did a good job selling it," 
Bartlett said. The first State 
of the Union address of 
Bush's second term in office 
came just days after the 
elections in Iraq, but the 
president only touched on 
foreign policy. He dedicated 
most of the 53-minute 
speech to his domestic 
agenda 

The president called for 
health savings accounts for 
individuals, renewed fund- 
ing for AIDS programs, and 
plans to stem gang violence, 
among other initiatives 

But it was the president's 
call for Social Security re- 
form that drew the biggest 
response 

Bush said Social Security 
is headed toward bank- 
ruptcy and he outlined his 
plan to turn that around, in 
part by allowing younger 
workers to divert some of 
their earnings toward per 
sonal savings accounts 

The president was inter- 
rupted 64 different times by 
applause, but his characteri- 


zation of Social Security 
system as bankrupt drew 
some jeers from the House 
chamber 

Sen. Barbara Mikulski, 
D-Md., said the president's 
plan for privatization of 


Social Security was driven 
by a "phony crisis." 
Mikulski., called . Bush's 
plan°for Sotial Security a 
"flawed solution thatis de- 
signet ‘to ‘stnd moneéy*'to 


Wall Street." She said it 
would create millions of 
dollars in debt, and that 


Americans should have a 
guaranteed solution, not a 
"guaranteed gamble.” 

Rep. Steny Hoyer, D- 
Mechanicsville, challenged 
the suggestion that the sys- 
tem is heading to _bank- 
ruptcy, and said the presi- 
dent's plan would "do abso- 
lutely nothing to solve So- 
cial Security's challenges." 

And Sarbanes accused 
Bush of "trying to frighten 

the American people" 
about the condition of the 
system 

"The fact of the matter is 
that the Social Security sys- 
tem can pay full benefits 
until 2055, and even after 
that the money coming in 
will pay 80 percent of bene- 
fits," Sarbanes said 

"Way out in the future 
there's a shortfall and it's 
reasonable to address that, 
but not to undertake an ab- 
solutely radical restructur- 
ing of the system." he said 
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Mikifiski and, Sarbaned 
both noted that Social Secu- 
rity is not just a retirement 
account, but also provides 
disability payments to fami- 
lies, 

Rep. Dutch Ruppersber- 
ger, D-Cockeysville, echoed 
that sentiment, saying So- 
cial Security is "not a hand 
out." He said he was con- 
cerned about the cost of the 
plan -- which the president 
did not mention but which 
Ruppersberger put at $2 
trillion 

Rep. Benjamin Cardin, 
D-Baltimore, said he is wor- 
ried about the fiscal 2006 
budget, which is scheduled 
to be released Monday, add- 
ing that from what he heard 
Wednesday the budget 
could be difficult and 
"disappointing for our re- 
gion." 

He expressed concern 
over Bush's pledge to elimi- 
nate many government pro- 
grams. "One of these is the 
Hubble (space telescope) 
program, which is deeply 
important to our region and 
our country," Cardin said 

But Rep. Wayne Gil- 
chrest of Kennedyville, one 
of two Republicans in the 
state's congressional delega- 
tion, called the address "one 
of the best speeches Presi- 
dent Bush has ever given." 

"I was satisfied with the 
way he presented the Social 
Security issue because he 
didn't ring it up in a very 
narrow way, he expanded 
the options that we in Con, 


gress vill consider,” -Gif 
chrest said. *He said: the 
thought the president "set a 


very broad agenda, a chal- 
lenging agenda, but a do- 
able agenda.” 

Democratic Reps. Elijah 
Cummings of Baltimore’ 
Chris Van Hollen of Ken 
sington and Albert Wynn of 
Mitchellville all found 
something to like in the 
president's plan, such as his 
call for anti-gang programs 
and his push to renew AID$ 
funding under the Ryan 
White Act. But all said they 
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split with Bush over. Social 
Security. 

"We will try to work 
with the president where we 
can, but Democrats will 
fight to preserve Social Se- 
curity where we must,” 
Cummings said. 

Van Hollen said the 
president's plan would de- 
stroy Social Security, not fix 
it, while Wynn said he was 
“disappointed” in what he 
called the administration's 
"risky investment scheme" 
for the retirement system, 

"There were some good 
ideas," Wynn said, but pri- 
vatizing Social Security is 
“absolutely the wrong thing

"Just Move It” 
Health Prog. 
To End July 1 


The Garrett County 
Health Department’s Just 
Move It exercise-promoting 
program will end on July 1, 
2005, according to a health 
department spokesperson. It 
is hoped, the spokesperson 
said, that a new exercise 
program will take its place. 

The sequel to the Walk- 
A-Weigh program, Just 
Move It debuted on Oct. I, 
2001. Both programs were 
designed to encourage resi- 
dents and employees of the 
county to be more physi- 
cally active by rewarding 
active people with a variety 
of incentives 

To date, Just Move It has 
1,107 participants enrolled 
in the program, the spokes 
person said 

"Despite the program's 
success, it is time to move 
on and look at other possi- 
ble ways to motivate people 
of all ages to be more physi 
cally active," said Amy 
Ritchie, nutritionist, and 
coordinator of the program

"If you vowed [to 


exercise more this year and 
you are not already enrolled 
in Just Move It, now is the 
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time to do so," Ritchie said. 

Incentives are awarded 
for 100 miles (JMI sweat- 
shirt), 250 miles (JMI water 
bottle), every 500- miles 
(JMI embroidered patch for 
sweatshirt), and 1,000 miles 
(JMI sweatpants). 

For every 100 miles a 
person submits between 
now and July 1, his or her 
name will be entered into a 
drawing for a gift certificate 
for a pair of walking shoes. 

"If you are not already 
enrolled in the exercise pro- 
gram, you still have plenty 
of time to earn some incen- 
tives," Ritchie said. "If you

New Category of Psoriasis Drugs 

Psoriasis is anon-contagious inflammatory skin disorder that 
affects between 3 and 4 million people in the United States. Skin 
lesions (called plaques) are typically thick, dry, cracked, and 
silvery in appearance. While lesions can occur anywhere on the 
skin, they tend to occur primarily at the elbows, skin folds, knees 
and in the scalp. Most health experts agree that psoriasis is an 
inherited disorder that is probably related to an immune response 
to the body’s own cells. Flare ups (inflamed plaques) seem to 
occur with injury to the skin, infections, obesity, lack of sunlight, 
stress, and decreased immunity. 

Mild psoriasis flares can sometimes be managed with 
different types of topical medicines such as Coal tar shampoos, 
steroids, antibiotics, and antifungals. Oatmeal baths may provide 
soothing to inflamed tissue and help loosen scales. Moderate 
inflammation may respond to ultraviolet light. In severe cases, 
physicians may prescribe immunosuppressive drugs such as 
methotrexate. The newest category of psoriasis drugs is called 
biologicals which include etanercept, éfalizumab and alefacept. 
This category of drugs seems to turn off or block specific steps in 
the immune process associated with causing psoriasis.

Former Garrett County 
resident Dwayne L. Rode- 
heaver and representatives 
from the U.S. Department 
of Commerce recently met 
with leaders of Baqgollik, 
reportedly the largest prod- 
uct distribution company in 
Uzbekistan, one of the five 
central Asian republics of 
the former Soviet Union. 
The meeting took place in 
the United States. 

Rodeheaver is the foun- 
der and president/CEO of 
AmRus Ventures Inc., Balti- 
more, and is currently work- 
ing on several provects in- 
volving the exportation of 
U.S. goods to Russia and 
central Asia. 

He is a'1982 graduate of 
Southern High School and 
is the son of Lonnie L 
Rodeheaver, Oakland. He 
lives in Baltimore 

AmRus Ventures helps 
small domestic companies 
that are unfamiliar with 
exporting to "find a niche 
for their products abroad." 

"The exporting of U.S 
goods is the _ strongest 
method possible for main 
taining our domestic job 
growth and overall manu 
facturing stability," Rode- 
heaver said. "Not only is 
international trade great for 
the U.S., we enjoy helping 
new and developing coun- 
triés import products which 
lead to their own growth." 

He said it took several 
months to bring the Uzbek 
group over from its capital, 
Tashkent. But by the end of 
March, Rodeheaver expects 
to have contracts for prod 
uct sales worth nearly $3 
million 

"It's amazing how many 
products the U.S. has for 
export, but the problem has 
been for small domestic 
companies to take the time 
to find international buy- 
ers," he said. "AmRus Ven- 
tures is able to do that for 
them and at a reasonable 
cost." 

The company currently 
has 12 projects underway, 
including those _ involving

"I truly enjoy my work 
finding a niche for U.S 
products in the international 
marketplace and_ helping 
strengthen U.S. manufactur- 
ing, particularly with those 
companies who are creative 
and realize that ingenuity in 
product design and technol- 
ogy is of the utmost impor- 
tance," Rodeheaver said

Guidelines For 
Winter Debris 
Burning Noted 


Landowners or contrac- 
tors outside incorporated 
towns who are interested in 
burning brush, debris, etc., 
are encouraged by the 
Maryland Department of 
Natural Resources to take 
advantage of the winter 
weather that the area is ex- 
periencing. According to 
the Open Air Burning Regu- 
lations, Title 8, DNR, Subti- 
tle .07, Maryland Forest 
Service, "burning may occur 
at anytime when the ground 
is covered with snow, if all 
ther requirements are 
met." 

The open air burning 
regulations apply to activi- 
ties in woodland and within 
200 feet of woodland, or a 
flammable material that 
could carry fire to the wood- 
land. There should be a fire- 
break at least 10 feet wide 
around the fire, and ade- 
quate personnel and equip- 
ment present to control the 
fire. The fire should be out 
cold before all personnel 
leave the scene 

Landowners who wish to 
do some open air burning 
while the ground is covered 
with snow are still required 
to obtain a burning permit 
from the Health Depart

HYDROGEN AS A FUEL 

Q. Last week you described the hydrogen car, and called it a 
hope for the future. But where do you get the hydrogen to run the 
car with? 

The hydrogen car demonstrated at an auto show seems 
just wonderful, especially since it causes no pollution; but 
the big problem is that hydrogen as a fuel is not readily 
available today 

There is an awful lot of hydrogen out there — oceans of 
it — in the form of water (H,O). Unlike oil or natural gas, 
we are never going to run out of ocean water. Unfortu- 
nately, hydrogen bound up in water has no value at all as 
a fuel. It is necessary to convert it into a useful form, such 
as the gas H, and doing that requires the input of consid 
erable energy. You might say it is “uphill” energetically to 
produce hydrogen fuel 

The pathway that is easiest to understand is to electro 
lyze water: Pass an electric current through a vat of water 
and you'll get bubbles of oxygen at one electrode and bub 
bles of hydrogen at the other electrode. Collect the hydro- 
gen and you've got your fuel. But this raises the question 
‘Where does all that electricity come from?” You can’t 
just answer “out of the wall socket” — producing electric- 
ity requires power input, and most electricity in America 
comes from burning coal at generating plants. So you 
haven’t reduced pollution at all if you power a car with 
hydrogen that required burning coal, oil, or natural gas to 
produce it 

When electricity is produced from sources other than 

fossil fuels, then it is possible to electrolyze water without 
increasing pollution. Such aiternate sources of electricity 
include windmills, hydroelectric dams, solar collectors, 
and nuclear power plants. Of these, the only type that 
produces great quantities of electricity is nuclear power 
[he others don’t contribute enough of the national elec- 
tricity budget to provide the amount of hydrogen needed 
for millions of cars. Therefore, to produce hydrogen by 
electrolysis would mean building many more nuclear 
power plants 

Another route for producing hydrogen is to start with 
natural gas (methane, CH,) and carry out a process called 
reforming, which uses some energy from methane to pro- 
duce hydrogen gas (H2) and carbon dioxide (CO,). Al 
though CO) is not a pollutant, it is a greenhouse gas and we 
would prefer not to produce great quantities of it. Follow- 
ing this route would eat up lots of natural gas and leave us 
with lots more CO, 

Once the hydrogen gas (H;) is produced, the next task 
is to get it into a car. There needs to be the equivalent of 
gas stations where a vehicle can pull in and quickly get 
more hydrogen. The fact that there aren't any such sta- 
tions yet is a problem that can be overcome in the future, 
but the hydrogen still has to get to the refilling station 

Storage and delivery are two major problems for hydro- 
gen. The customary way that industry stores hydrogen is 
in highly compressed form in steel cylinders. The trouble 
is, strong metal cylinders are very heavy and would 
greatly increase the weight of an automobile. Moreover, 
the idea of delivering millions of such cylinders via trucks 


running all over the roads is a very poor solution to the 
problem. Hydrogen itself is no more hazardous than gaso- 
line, but moving all those highly compressed cylinders 
would be dangerous. The best way to transport hydrogen 
is via a pipeline, the same way that natural gas is deliv 
ered to homes and factories. Such pipelines haven't been 
built yet, and there are serious technical obstacles to be 
overcome first. 

For the time being, gasoline holds a great advantage 
over hydrogen as a fuel. To begin with, gasoline comes 
from oil, and the distance “uphill” on the energy scale is 
tiny for gasoline compared to hydrogen (from either meth- 
ane or water). That's a basic fact of chemistry that is not 
going to change. So as long as oil is available at a reason 
able price, the gasoline engine will win out economically 

However, the world is going to run out of oil someday 
and that inevitable “someday ynly a few dec 
ades away. The best way to get ready for that day ts to 
start working now toward making hydrogen a realistic 
fuel. The hydrogen car built by the aut 
an important step in that direction

Receive $300,000 
For Rural Legacy 


Gov. Robert L. Ehrlich 
Jr. announced on Tuesday 
the allocation of $7.25 mil- 
lion in grant agreements for 
16 Rural Legacy areas, in- 
cluding $300,000 for Garrett 
County. 

Locally, the funds will be 
used to purchase a conser- 
vation easement on a 165- 
acre farm in the Priority I 
section of the Bear Creek 
drairiage area; said Garrett 
County. commissioner Fred 
Holliday, who attended the 
announcement... The _ pur- 
chase will help preserve the 
property as farmland. 

Although the Board of 
Public Works approved the 
14 grants in June 2004, the 
agreements were not signed 
and executed by the state 
until this week. 

Other Rural Legacy ar- 
eas receiving grants on 
Tuesday included Land's 
End in Queen Anne's Coun- 
ty, $900,000; the Agricul- 
tural Security Corridor on 
the Eastern Shore, 
$850,000; and Little Pipe 
Creek in Carroll County, 
$750,000. 

Under the auspices of the 
Department of -Natural-Re- 
sources, the Rural Legacy 
Program encourages local 
governments and private 
land trusts to identify areas 
that are rich in natural, for- 
estry, and agricultural re- 
sources and which are key 
components of Maryland's 
landscape for designation as 
Rural Legacy areas. 

Local government and 
land trusts competitively ap- 
ply for funds to conserve 
resources and protect water 
quality, mainly through 
conservation easements pur- 
chased from willing land- 
owners in the area. 

This year’s grant agree- 
ments were the first to be 
evaluated using the gover- 
nor's new criterion for land 
consegyation, «which catis 
for landy.to, be. strategically 
identified and prioritized for 
purchase, based on the 
evaluation of the property's 
ecological value. 

“Using this new criterion 
focuses our land preserva- 
tion toward the most ecol- 
ogically sensitive land in a 
fiscally sound way," Ehrlich 
said on Tuesday. “This is a 
perfect example of using 
qualitative, scientific data to 
help the state and our local 
partners strategically pre- 
serve the properties that 
maximize the benefit to 
Maryland's environment. 
Restoring the Chesapeake 
Bay will take an integrated 
approach with cooperation, 
commitment and a passion- 
ate desire to do the right 
thing from local govern- 
ments; the strength of the 
Rural Legacy program is 
that it is all three of those. I 
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Edwards Submits Legislation To Put 
Black Bears In All Maryland Counties 


Del. George Edwards 
has introduced a bill in the 
General Assembly _ that 
would require the secretary 
of the Department of Natu- 
ral Resources to introduce 
black bears in each Mary- 
land county by Oct. 1, 2012. 

Edwards stresses that the 
bill is no ‘joke. He said a 
DNR map indicates there is 
good-to-fair bear habitat in 
every county. 

"Moving bears can work, 
and it will give the people in 
the Baltimore-Washington 
corridor a taste of what we 
live with @aily,” he said. 
“We'll shafe:our bears with 
them and see if they still 
want to stop the hunt." 

Edwards added that he 
trusts the DNR to manage 
the bears, most of which 
live in the two counties he 
represents — Garrett and Al- 
legany 

He submitted the bill 
(HB 463) after Del. Barbara 
Frush (D-Prince George's 
and Anne Arundel counties) 
introduced legislation (HB 
371) to stop all bear hunts in 
the state. She introduced a 
similar bill last year, which 
failed to win approval. 

The DNR held a limited 
biack-bear~-hunt-in-Garrett 

and Allegany counties last 
fall. Twenty bears were har- 
vested ‘in ‘the one-day hunt, 
which was the first in the 
state since 1951. The DNR 
estimates that there are 
nearly 500 bears in the state. 

Frush's new bill would 
classify black bears as "non- 
game mammals" and pro- 
hibit the DNR from reduc- 
ing the black bear popula- 
tion in the state and-prohibit 
the department from estab- 

lishing an open season to 
hunt bears. 

The legislation would 

allow the DNR to reduce 
the population in any coun- 
ty, election district, or other 
identifiable area of the state, 
but only “after a thoro 
investigation reveals 
protected wildlife .is seri- 
ously injurious to agricul- 
tural or other interests in the 
affected area." The method 
of reducing the population 
would be at the depart- 
ment's discretion, but the 
bill stresses that that trap- 
ping would be “preferred 
whenever feasible." 

The DNR would not be 
allowed to reduce the black 
bear population in any area 
except in defense of a per- 
son or a person's property 
and domesticated’ animals 
and after “exhausting all 
nonlethal methods of resolv- 
ing chronic documented 
agricultural damage or dep- 
redation caused by the black 
bear.” 

Frush's~ bill is co- 
sponsored by 24 other dele- 
gates. All but two are De- 
mocrats. They are all from 
Baltimore, Montgomery, 
Prince George's, Anne 


Arundel, or Howafd coun- 
ties. 

The House Environ- 
mental Matters Committee 
will hold a public hearing 
for the Edwards bill on 
Monday, Feb. 28, im Anma- 


po 

Pie committee heard 
Fresh's bill on Tuesday 
(Feb. 8), but as of this morn- 
ing (Feb. 10) has not fen- 
deted a decision on whether 
to amend it, kill it, or allow 
it to proceed through the 
legislature as it is currently 
written. 

More than two dozen 
supporters of Frush’s bill, 
including animal-rights ad- 
vocates, urged the commit- 
tee to ban black bear hunt- 
ing in. Maryland. They 
called last fall's bear hunt an 
excuse to permit a "trophy 
sport" under the guise of a 
population-control method. 

The DNR opposes HB 
371. Representatives from 
the department, several 
farmers, and the president 
of the Maryland Sports- 
men's Association spoke 
against the bill during the 
public hearing and urged 
the committee to ‘vote 
against it.

So, an elected official in Virginia is trying to make 
it illegal for persons to allow their underwear to be 
seen in public (while being worn, that is).-The fine 
will be $50 per offense if this bill passes, and we as- 
sume that repeated offenses could ultimately cause 
one to do hard time in the slammer. Wow. 

Despite the fact that the showing of one's under- 
wear can, at times, be a bit offensive, we're pretty 
sure that such a law would never withstand a consti- 
tutionality challenge. And, once again, there are so 
many other far more pressing issues that desperately 
need legislative attention. 

An extremely important one that we have harped 
on before, but has still not been "fixed," is the medi- 
cal malpractice crisis, plus frivolous lawsuits. in-gen- 
eral. The Maryland legislature met in special session 
in December, but came up with nothing more than a 
lame, short-term, band-aid solution to our state's 
medical malpractice problem. They perhaps have 
bought just a little more time, but that's all 

What is sorely neéded, of course, is significant 
reform of our tort laws and zero tolerance on lawsuit 
abuse 

According to a recent study shared by the Mary- 
land Citizens Against Lawsuit Abuse, the U.S. tort 
system cost our country $246 billion in 2003. That 
translates to $845 per citizen, per year, a cost that 
each and every one of us is paying. Lawsuit abuse is 
damaging to small businesses and our economy in 
general. It raises the cost of every single good and 
service that we must purchase, and in the health care 
arena, it jeopardizes our access to quality care 

A bill has been introduced by a Baltimore County 
delegate called the Common Sense Food Consump- 
tion Act, one of many that are now being referred to 
as cheeseburger bills. The legislation would prohibit 
lawsuits against food sellers and manufacturers by 
ase who claim the food they ate contributed to 
sObesity and other related health problems (e.g., 
Swo'New York teens who field a lawsuit against 
wald's'for “making them fat").

Light sha ife. From the 21st of December the days 
lengthen in rthern hemisphere. The increase of light 
is $0 incremental that for the balance of December and 
into January the days continue to seem dark. Suddenly 
around the first of February the burden of night lightens. 

Perhaps it is not the light only that one notices but also 
a certain freshness in the air. We say, “fresh air,” not 
“fresh light,” but it is a kind of freshness of light which 
lifts spirits. Words falter precisely at the point where the 
spirit mounts. The annual surprise of fresh light is said 
better by the holy day which closes Christmas, the lovely 
feast of Candlemas ; 

The Biblical warrant for this observance is given by St 
Luke in chapter two, verses 22-38. The Blessed Virgin and 
Joseph presented Jesus to the Lord at the Temple, and 
there offered on his behalf two turtledoves, the offering of 
the poor. The day chosen for that presentation was the 
fortieth from his birth, the day appointed in the Jewish 
Law for the ritual purification of women after childbirth 

By latitude Paris is hundreds of miles north of my 
home on th® Maryland side of the Mason-Dixon Line 
Because the dark days of early winter were all the darker 
here, the light of Candlemas was all the more welcome 

I went to the Church of St. Sulpice, a magnificent sev- 
enteenth century Palladian pile, for the mid-day mass 
Instead of tértle doves there were baskets of candles from 
each worshipper took at least one. Perhaps two was the 
best number in remembrance of the absent turtledoves 

The priest led us in an opening litany which we cele 
brated Jesus as the light of world. Throughout the service 
we returned to this theme or perhaps it returned to us 
Again the words spoke less clearly than the lit candles 

That was just eight days ago, but now an entire season 
of the Church in the past. Yesterday was Ash Wednesday 
opening upon the season of “Lent,” which is a short form 
of “lengthen,” for the lengthening of days 

As early as Ash Wednesday falls this year, it can occur 
as early as Feb. 4, leaving but one entire day between 
Candlemas and the beginning of Lent. This year one week 
separated the fire atop candles and the ashen remains of a 
fire marked upon our foreheads. Candlelight reminds us 
of the life we can live; ashes remind us of the death we 
must die 

Candlemas and Ash Wednesday spoke antiphonally 
“light,” “ashes,” “life,” “death.” The resolving chord is 
the everlastingdengthening of days in Jesus Christ 

Giambattig@& Vico, an eighteenth century Italian phi 
losopher, tell that there was once the language of the 
gods of whiclgye now have only vestiges. There followed 
the language Of the heroes as we find it in Homer's Jliad 
and Odyssey. In the descent of language to earth we have 
finally the language of men, mere prose. 

In this vision of language we can situate Shakespeare 
on the border between heroes and men with occasional 
glimpses of the divine 

I manage to live most days without feeling the limita 
tion of mortal language: commuting, shopping, classes, 
the mundane intercourse of life. In fact, when standing in 
line seems to take forever or some special rudeness hits 
me, I can sometimes think of more words than are really 
appropriate to use. 

There are; however, corisistenty octasiors? when our 
linguistic poverty is ¢Vident and even palpable. At those 
times we need some sign beyond words and usually sim- 
pler than words: lighting’ of ‘candle, smearing ashes on a 
forehead 

Even Shakespeare-who had three times the vocabulary 
of the average college-educated American, who used 
words more powerfully than any other poet since Homer- 
ran out of words. The Winter’s Tale is one of his most phi- 
losophical plays. At the same time, it is one of his least 
successful works as a piece of theatre. Even Shakespeare 
reached a point where his life experiences and his ideas 
outstripped his vocabulary 

There is a reality of life which exceeds language. Some 
times that reality is as simple and repeated as the annual 
lengthening of days; sometimes it is a once-for-all-time 
occurrence like God becoming a human being 

I have been consistently pleased and surprised at how 
full the churches are here in Paris. Part of the surprise 
arises from how mediocre the services are aesthetically 
Often the liturgy is said or sung poorly. The music itself is 
typically pathetic. The sermons run the fifty-seven varie 
ties of “love One another” with all the spice of overcooked 
white rice 

The people come not to see the theatre and mystery for 
which the Catholic mass was once justly famous, but for 
that sign which not only points to a reality but which is 
the reality of Christ himself. 

Christmas is fully over. Lent has begun. The days 
lengthen. Christ is among us

Long-Term Fix For Med. Malpractice 
Crisis Still An Issue For Lawmakers

ANNAPOLIS _— De- 
spite passing a malpractice 
reform bill during a recent 
special legislative session, 
many Maryland lawmakers 
agree with lobbyists and 
doctors' advocates that the 
new law will not adequately 
solve the state's medical 
liability crisis in the long 
run 

Seeking to tweak the ex- 
isting law, lawmakers have 
thus introduced several bills 
the 


since regular session 
started Jan. 12 and plan to 
mtroduce more before the 


Feb, 11 deadline 

"I think there's an appe 
tite'in the Legislature to do 
something,” said Jay 
Schwartz, a lobbyist for the 
Maryland Medical Society 
“There's a consensus," 
Schwartz added, that the 
new malpractice law "was a 
start and only a start." 

Yet many leading law 
makers do not believe they 
will be able to pass legisla 
tion to solve the crisis dur 
ing this session.

Gov. Robert Ehrlich ve- 
toed the malpractice reform 
bill after the special session, 
which he called, The Gen- 
eral Assembly then over- 
rode his veto to pass the bill,

lost wage claims, and re- 
quiring neutral experts in 
most court cases. 

Don Hogan, Ehrlich's 
deputy legislative officer, 
said he thinks Ehrlich's plan 
would proyide a long-term 
solution to the crisis, but 
fears political opposition 
from the General Assembly 
may block it. 

"This is his effort to deal 
with a long-term solution," 
Hogan ‘said. "Now it's a 
question of whether they 
want to address the long- 
term problems as well." 

House Majority Leader 
Kumar Barve, D-Mont- 
gomery, said he does. 
Barve plans to sponsor three 
bills, to limit the percentage 
of contingency fees lawyers 
can receive in. malpractice 
cases, require expert wit- 
nesses to be regulated by the 
Maryland Board of Physi- 
cians, and tighten economic 
damage calculation and 
distribution. ., 

Barve noted’ that he has 
the support of MedChi and 
bipartisan support for his 
bills. They, will be co-spon- 
sored by Del. A. Wade 
Kach, R-Baltimore County, 
a member of the House 
Health and Government 
Committee. Barve said 
these bills combined with 
the current law would solve 
the malpractice crisis in the 
long run 

"More needs to be done," 
Barve said, "but I wouldn't 
say a lot more. We already 


accomplished._. significant 
progress." 
Del. Robert Zirkin, D- 


Baltimore County, has also 
proposed malpractice solu- 
tions, including a bill that 
would create an_ expert 
panel to review cases before 
they go to egurt 

Barve expects the com- 
mittees thafYeview the bills 
to combine elements of 
many of them. But the new 
bills may then face stern 
Opposition from the Senate 

which could be the great 
est obstacle to long-term 
malpractice reform 

Senate leaders maintain 
that no changes are needed 
this session. They prefer to 
monitor the effects of the 
new. malpractice law before 
taking further action. 

“It's highly doubtful that 
wére going to move for- 
ward at this time," said Sen 
ate President Thomas V 
Mike Miller Jr., D-Calvert 
"Right now we are not fin- 
ished fully enacting the laws 
that w¢ passed during the 
special session." 

Sen. Paula Hollinger, 
chairwoman of the Senate 
Education, Health, and En 
vironmental Affairs Com- 
mittee, said the law is far 
from perfect but also wants 
to give it time to see how it 
works. Only minor techni 
calities in the law need to be 
cleaned up this year, she 
said 

House Speaker Michael

Roscoe Bartlett, R- 
Frederick, said Wednesday 
that he will try again to re- 
peal a prohibition on cam 
paign advertising by certain 
groups, a provision that he

The First Amendment 
Restoration Act would re 
peal a section of the Biparti- 
san Campaign Reform Act 
of 2002 that keeps groups 
such as labor unions and 
cotporations ‘from: running 
broadcast ads: that identify

"The founding fathers 
were most concerned with 
protecting political speech 

speech that we are 

grossly violating here if we 
can't even mention a federal 
candidate's name 30 days 
before a primary and 60 
days before a general elec- 
tion,” Bartlett said. The "30- 
60" prohibition "is totally 
removing any possibility for 
our people to criticize the

He 
announced his second try 
Wednesday, backed by rep-

Larry Pratt, executive 
director of Gun Owners of 
America, said the disputed 
provision is unfairly applied 
to organizations such as his, 
while large media organiza- 
tions are exempted.

ANNAPOLIS — Gov. 
Robert Ehrlich was in a 
familiar place Wednesday 
as he continued his third 
attempt to legalize slot ma- 
chine gambling in Mary- 
land. 

"I do have a sense of 
deja vu, Mr. Chairman," 
Ehrlich said to Sen. Ulysses 
Currie, D-Prince George's, 
who presides over the Sen- 
ate Budget and Taxation 
Committee.

I 
want them to be proud of 
me as much as I am proud 
of them. If anything would 
make the hell I have gone 
through the last 11 years 
worth it is if it gave them 
more character, more cour- 
age, patience, and able to 
love better.

Drugs That Help Fight High Blood Pressure 

High blood pressure makes the heart work abnormally 
hard to pump blood throughout your body. Things you can 
address to help lower your blood pressure are weight control, 
reducing salt and alcohol intake, exercise, and stress 
management. Obviously, other factors causing high blood 
pressure such as race, heredity, and age cannot be controlled. 

Drugs commonly used in today's fight against high blood 
pressure are diuretics, or water pills. Typically, a diuretic will 
be the first line of treatment. Two families of drugs belong to 
the second type of medication, ace inhibitors and angiotensin 
receptor blockers (ARBs). Beta blockers, names ending in “- 
olol” occupy the next class by working to slow the heart and 
thereby lowering blood pressure. Just like any other muscie, 
when it works too hard your heart can strain or injure itself. A 
beta-blocker helps prevent these situations. Calcium channel 
blockers work by relaxing the smooth muscle around your 
blood vessels. For the most part, these drugs are used after 
the others. Talk to your pharmacist if you would like to know 
more about the drugs you are taking.

Seal Out Tooth Decay with Dental Sealants 
February is National Children’s Dental Health Month, 
and the Allegany-Garrett Dental Society wants parents to 
know that dental sealants can help protect their children’s 


teeth from tooth decay 


A sealant is a clear material that is applied to the chew- 
ing surfaces of the back teeth (premolars and molars), 
where decay occurs most often. The sealant acts as a bar- 
rier, protecting the decay-prone areas of the back teeth 
from the sticky film of bacteria called plaque (plak) 

Pits and fissures are depressions and grooves in the 
chewing surfaces of the back teeth. They are difficult to 
keep clean because the toothbrush bristles cannot reach 
into them. The sealant forms a thin covering that keeps 
out the plaque and food, which decreases the risk of de- 


cay 


Each tooth takes only a few minutes to seal. After 
cleaning the teeth that will be sealed, the dentist condi- 
tions the chewing surface to help the sealant adhere to the 
tooth. The sealant is then applied to the tooth enamel, 
where it covers and protects the tooth against bacteria. A 
blue light is used to harden the sealant 

While the sealant remains intact, the tooth surface will 
be protected from decay. Sealants hold up well under the 
force of normal chewing. Although sealants may last sev- 
eral years before reapplication is needed, regular dental 
check ups are important to have your child’s teeth and 


gums examined

Fire Marshal: Last Year's Dramatic 


Rise In Fire Deaths Now Stemmed 
Careless Smoking Leading Cause In '04 


Data released this week 
by Maryland State. Fire 
Marshal William E. Bar- 
nard revealed that 87 Mary- 
landers died from fire dur 
ing 2004, a 23 percent in- 
crease over the 71 fire 
deaths reported statewide 
during 2003. Of the 87 fire 
deaths, 51 occurred during 
the first four months of 
2004, continuing a higher 
than average trend that be 
gan in October of 2003. Be 
ginning in May of 2004, fire 
deaths showed a marked 
decrease in comparison to 
previous years, stemming 
what could have been a his 
torically tragic period, Bar 
nard said 

Careless smoking 
the leading known cause of 
fatal fires in Maryland for 
2004, resulting in the death 
of 21 citizens compared to 
only 7 deaths from fire in 
2003. Typically the leading 
known cause of fatal fires, 
careless smoking was the 
third leading known cause 
in 2003 behind electrical

In 2004, as in other 
years, most fire deaths oc- 
curred in residential struc 
tures. Almost 84 percent of 
the fire deaths were the re 
sult of residential fires, in 
cluding 62 deaths in one

Of the 14 other fire 
deaths, 10 died in vehicle 
related incidents and 4 died 
outside a structure.

Fourteen deaths re- 
sulted from fires that origi- 
nated in bedrooms during 
2004, while 11 people died 
in fires that originated in the 
kitchen area, a significant 
drop from the 16 such fires 
in 2003. 

Although the majority of 
fire deaths occurred in rfesi- 
dential occupancies during 
the cooler months of the 
year, only 3 percent died in 
fires where heating equip- 
ment was determined to be 
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the cause of the fire. Addi- 
tionally, less than 6 percent 
of the fire fatalities were 
attributed to fires from unat- 
tended candles. 

Of the 73 fire deaths in 
residential structures, 56 
persons died where smoke 
alarms either were not pre- 
sent, were present but did 
not operate, or the presence 
of the alarm and its function 
could not be determined: 
Less than 25 percent of fire 
fatalities died where a 
smoke alarm was present 
and operated, better than 
twice the national average.

Q: Will speeds during preseason testing at

A: Not necessarily. But they will give a good idea 
of who will be contenders for the pole, because 
most of the test session is devoted to fine-tuning 
qualifying set-ups. 


Q: Who benefits most from the new policy 
that guarantees starting spots to the top 35 
teams in owner points?

Caring for Feral Cats 
in Winter 


. Last spring, a family of cats 

«(two adults and three little 
black kittens) began hanging 
around my property. | chose to feed 
them each morning and evening. 
They all look very healthy, but are 
very skittish and won't come near 
me. I’m concerned for their well- 
being in Connecticut’s extreme win- 
ter cold, and I would also like to get 
them to a vet for shots and to get 
them fixed. Do you have any sugges- 
tions? — Dolores, via e-mail 


A . Even though this feline family 
eSeems all right in the cold 
weather — they may have found a den 
Or protected spot to huddle in — build 
ing a small shelter will provide them 
with a far more comfortable sleeping 
spot. You can create a temporary shel- 
ter using a sturdy cardboard box and 
old towels or blankets: set it in a dry 
spot facing away from the wind and 
place their food nearby 

In the long term, a sturdier shelter 
will be needed. It’s also important for 
the cats to be fixed and given preventa- 
tive treatment for illnesses like rabies 
and feline leukemia in-orderto do 
this. the cats must.be caught in a 
humane manner that is safe for both 
them and you. and transported to a 
care facility. You can do this yourself, 
or work with a local organization that 
advocates TNR (trap, neuter, release) 
for feral cats 

One of the best sites on the Net for 
information on feral cats and TNR is 
Alley Cat Allies (www.alleycat.org). 
In addition to a nationwide listing of 
Organizations that work to help these 
cats, you can peruse a well-organized 
library of information on trapping. 
treating and caring for these skittish

HOME ENERGY SAVINGS 

Q. My dad is always @fter me to “turn out the lights!” — 
Aren't there better ways to’save energy around the house? 

The attraction of the “turn out the lights” command is 
that you can spot the energy savings at once. A light goes 
out and electric power is no longer drawn, so the fact that 
you're saving some energy is obvious 

However, the REAL savings come from the places 
where it is not obvious. The very best thing you can do to 
stop wasting energy at home is to eliminate drafts. When 
ever there is air sneaking in or out of a house, it’s just the 
same as having a window open a little bit. For most 
houses, most of the time, that’s where the energy is lost, 
and therefore that’s where you should put your attention 

Engineers have done a lot of calculations with all kinds 
of heat-transfer formulas, but the basic idea is pretty sim 
ple: If a block of air used to be indoors and had been 
heated to 70° F, and then it goes outside where it’s 35° F, 
all the heat contained in that much air is lost to the exter- 
nal world; meanwhile, new air coming in through a differ- 
ent crack enters the house at 35° F and has to be heated 
up to 70° F. That costs a little bit of money 

Keep doing that long enough and it costs a /ot of 
money. That’s where people don’t perceive the cost. A 
little air sneaking in at a drafty place doesn’t have the 
same noticeable effect that flipping a light switch has. But 
the true cost is proportionately much greater, even on a

The British Thermal Unit (or BTU) is defined as the 
amount of energy it takes to heat up one pound of water 
by one degree Fahrenheit. A useful conversion factor to 
keep in mind is that 3412 BTU = 1 kiloWatt-hour (1 
kWh). If you do a little arithmetic on your electric bill, 
you'll find that | kWh costs about a dime, depending on 
what city you live in. Savings from turning off lights can 
be calculated with great accuracy: Leave 5 60-watt bulbs 
on for 2 hours and you've used up 600 Watt-hours, or 0.6 
kWh. Six cents is not exactly worth fighting over. 

But it’s amazing how fast you can waste 3412 BTU or 
even 50,000 BTU through a drafty opening. A gallon of 
fuel oil contains about 140,000 BTU energy, so 50,000 
BTU is worth nearly a dollar at today’s prices. The total 
weight of the air in a typical room is several pounds, and 
when it’s drafty, all that air gets replaced in about 20 min- 
utes. Heat it up by 35° degrees; then keep doing that, day 
and night, all winter long! All those elaborate engineering 
calculations have been done, and it’s real mongy going up 
the chimney 

To locate and seal up drafty openings, the very first 
place to look is around doors. Those little spaces along 
side and under the door may be only 1/16 inch across, 
but the distance around the door is about 18 feet, so the 
total area through which air can slip is surprisingly large 
over 13 square inches, which is about the same area as a 
round hole in the wall 4 inches in diameter. Run your 
hand all around the edge of the door and feel the draft. If 
it’s windy outside, the effect will be greater. To repair 
that, weather-stripping is absolutely the simplest and 
cheapest thing you can do to stop air from leaking in. The 
cost of a roll of weather-stripping will be repaid in energy 
savings in about a week. 

Windows also develop draftiness over time, as a house 
creaks and settles a little over the years. A tube of caulk- 
ing compound can seal up tiny cracks and keep the cold 
air from sneaking in. If you find a drafty window and 
don’t have caulking compound handy, shove an old bath 
room towel up against the crack and tape it in place until 
spring. 

There are lots more ways to save money by saving en- 
ergy around the house, such as storm doors and storm 
windows. These cost way more than a kid’s budget, but 
still pay back their cost in a few years. The owner of a 
typical home in America can cut the heating bill in Aalf by 
conscientiously going after the many sources of heat loss 

Finally, you don’t have to worry about making the 
ventilation too little. That can be accomplished under 
laboratory conditions, but real houses occupied by real 
people never get too air-tight, because people go in and 
out the doors, the furnace draws air, etc

Ag Economic Study To Be Conducted, Grain Producers 
Results Vital To Fact-Based Policies 


The U.S. Department of 
Agriculture's Maryland Ag- 
ricultural Statistics Service 
(MASS) is gearing up to 
conduct the 2004 Agricul- 
tural Resource Management 
Survey (ARMS). 

"This annual survey is a 
vital tool for measuring the 
economic health of the na- 
tion's farms and ranches, as 
it is the only national source 
of current economic data on 
agriculture," said a USDA 
spokesperson 

Information gathered in 
ARMS is used by farm or- 
ganizations, legislators, and 
others who make critical 
decisions that affect our 
nation’s agriculture. A sam- 
ple of about 200 farmers in 
Maryland will be surveyed 

‘This is each farmer's 
chance to have his or her 
voice heard," said Norman 
Bennett, director of the 
Maryland Agricultural Sta- 
tistics Service. "It is critical] 
that every farmer selected 
participate so that each type 
and size of farm in Mary- 
land is represented." 

Access to accurate facts 
as opposed to opinion or 
speculation is key to the 
development of policies and 
programs that can provide 
lasting benefits to the agri- 
cultural community," said 
Agriculture Secretary, Lew- 
is -R.Ruley."This_is.a-huge 
undertaking for both the 
enumerators and the farm- 
ers especially coming on the 
heels of the five-year census. 
I urge all Maryland farmers 
who are selected to partici- 
pate.” 

Specific uses of ARMS 
data are summarized by the 
following examples 

*Economists use the data 
to produce descriptions of 
current economic condi- 
tions on farms. They make 
use of data to estimate im- 
pacts of rising costs, such as 
land, fuel, and fertilizer, and 
disease outbreaks, such as 
soybean rust, avian influ- 
enza, and mad cow disease 

*Legislators, both nation- 
al and local, use the data to 
understand the impact of 
their policy decisions on the 
farm-economy, ‘such-as pro- 
posed changes to the cur- 
rent Social Security system 
ARMS data always play a 
critical role in the Federal 
Farm Bill legislation, for 
example, to determine 
where government pay- 
ments should be targeted 
and what level of support is 
appropriate. ARMS data 
play a role in evaluating the 
effects of natural disasters, 
so that an appropriate re- 
sponse (e.g., emergency as- 
sistance or new loan pro- 
grams) may be formulated 

*Organizations, such as 
the American Farm Bureau, 
use the results to lobby for 
farm policy that promotes 
production agriculture 

‘Government agencies 
use the data in many ways 
For example, the Bureau of 


Service.

Agriculture Secretary Mike Johanns has announced 
that sign-up began February 7 for the Tree Assistance Pro- 
gram (TAP), which provides financial relief to owners of 
eligible trees, bushes, vines, and forest land damaged by 
natural disasters. Funding for TAP was authorized by the 
Military Construction and Emergency Hurricane Supple 
mental Appropriations Act, 2005 (2005 Appropriations 

Act), and signed into law by President Bush last October 
"This legislation," said Johanns, "provides more than 
$3 billion in relief to farmers, ranchers, foresters and other 
agricultural producers who suffered damage due to severe 


weather in recent years." 


TAP is the first of several programs to be launched in 
2005 to help producers recover from natural disasters that 
occurred in 2003 and 2004. Those who may receive assis 
tance under TAP are: owners of eligible trees, bushes, and 
vines from which an annual crop is produced for commer 
cial purposes; eligible forest land owners who produce 
crops of timber for commercial purposes; and eligible pe 
can producers. Producers who received payments under 
Section 32 of the Act of August 24, 1935, for 2004 hurri- 
cane losses are ineligible to receive benefits under the gen 
eral TAP and for forest timber. However, producers may 
receive both Section 32 payments and TAP payments for 
pecan rehabilitation. In addition, producers are ineligible 
for both Emergency Conservation Program and TAP as

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Salary Increases 
Approved By GC 


Commissioners 


The Garrett County com- 
missioners this week unani- 
mously approved seven rec- 
ommendations _ recently 
made by the Garrett County 
Salary Study Commission. 
The decision increases the 
salaries of several elected 
local officials, but will not 
become effective until after 
the 2006 election. 

The approved recom- 
tMmendations are as follows: 

*Increase the county 
commissioners’ annual. sal- 
ary from $30,000 to 
$32,500, 

*Increase the sheriff's an- 
nual salary from $60,000 to 
$75,000. 

«Increase the annual sal- 
ary of all Board of Educa- 
tion members from $3,800 
to $4,000. 

*Increase the chief\judge 
of the Orphans' Court salary 
from $2,000 to $4,500 and 
increase the associate judg- 
es’ salary from $1,800 to 
$4,200, but eliminate their 
$40 per meeting expense 
payment 

‘Establish the salary of 
the state's attorney, which is 
currently $75,000, to 80 
percent of the prevathng an- 
nual salary of the District 
Court judge 

*Make no changes to the 
Board of Election supervi- 
sors' current compensation 
level, but add a $50 day 
stipend for "logic and accu- 
racy testing" for all supervi- 
sors..Those compensations 
currently range” between 
$2,200 and $2,800. 

*Make no changes to the 
Liquor Board members’ 
compensation level, which 
is currently $2,500. 

The Salary Study Com- 
mission also recommended 
that a two-term limit be im- 
posed for persons serving on 
commissioner-appointed 
boards. The commissioners, 


however, did not. approve 
this recommendation. 


Commissioner Dave 
Beard said there were sev- 
eral people who served 
boards very well, and that 
the commissioners felt it 
was important to be abie to 
retain these people 

Commissioner Ernie 
Gregg concurred. "It would 
prohibit the commissioners 
from keeping people on a 
board who have been doing 
a good job,” he said about 
setting a term limit. 

Members of the Salary

Gov Robert Ehrlich, 
who introduced this year's 
bill, says slots are urgently 
needed to repair the state's 
aging public schools, and 
his -measure -would yield 
$100 million each year for 
school construction. Slots 
revenue also would fund the

Qvér0 percent of the fatal crashes involving drivers 
16-20 occurred between midnight and 4 a.m. 

Géevernor Ehrlich's proposal would cause drivers 
younger than 21 who are convicted of driving under 
the influence of alcohol or drugs to have their li- 
censes revoked for three years, or until they tumed 
21, whichever was longer. His plan would cause a 
90-day suspension of permits for provisional drivers 
caught not wearing seatbelts or driving during cur- 
few hours (midnight to 5 a.m.), and would extend by 
two months the time that teenagers are required to 
hold learner's permits, which is currently four 
months 

William Bronrott, a Democratic delegate from 
Montgomery County, also wants to prohibit drivers 
with provisional licenses from transporting non- 
family passengers younger than 18 during the first 
six months of the 18-month provision period. He 
wants to increase the supervised driving hours for 
those with tearner's-permits -from-40-to-60;-and,-per- 
haps most importantly, he wants to ban the use of 
cellular telephones by drivers with learner's permits 
or provisional licenses, except in the case of an emer- 
gency 

The state of Maryland was the first to institute 
graduated licensing to help teens gain more valuable 
experience before being issued an unrestricted li- 
cense. Many other states have since fellowed suit 
We sincerely hope that most or all of the aforemen- 
tioned proposals are enacted into law this year. 

Some of them should also be enacted for drivers 
of all ages and experience, particularly the automatic 
three-year revocation of a license for DUI/DWI on 
the first offense, and the banning of cell phone use 
while driving. The traffic-accident statistics are really 
beginning to mount, for drivers of all ages, since cell 
phones have become so commonplace.

One-of the-great- Green 
Bay Packer football stars of 
the late 1960s and early 
1970s was linebacker Lionel 
Aldridge. An All-Pro, he 
helped lead the Packers to 
the Super Bowl. He later 
became a sportscaster, but 
then developed schizophre- 
nia. Voices and suspicious 
thoughts took over his 
mind 

He sought treatment for 
his "nerves," which failed; 
then shortly became one of 
our nation's homeless. After 
two years, he ended up in a 
Milwaukee shelter and was 
recognized. Although ex- 
tremely psychotic, he 
agreed to_ hospitalization. 
Powerful antipsychotic 
medications, his football 
training under Vince 
Lombardi, his faith in God, 
and study of the Holy Scrip- 
tures are what he attributes 
to his recovery. 

After 12 years of treat- 
ment, he re-entered — the 
work force as activities di- 
rector for a private psychiat- 
ric hospital in Wisconsin. 
About his experience with 
efforts to recover and return 
to society, he said, “First 
you have to get well in your 
own mind; then you have to 
get well in other people's 
minds.” 

It’s been my _ personal 
experience, however, that 
other people won’t let you 
do so! Stigma toward the 
mentally ill remains perva- 
sive in American society 
Relatives, acquaintances, 
co-workers, teachets, and 
church members will always 
consider you mentally ill, 
even though you exhibit no 
symptoms and haven't. for 
years. You are labeled for 
life! 

If work incentive pro- 
grams like the Social Secu- 
rity "Ticket to Work" pro- 
gram and state affirmative 
action programs that hire 
individuals with mentally 
illnesses are to be at all hu- 
mane, they need to do 


something about stigma in 
the work ice. 

Maryland Mental 
Hygiene Administration 
and On Our Own of Mary- 
land developed the Anti- 
Stigma Project about 10 
years ago to address with 
this problem. However, as 
long as their workshops 
remain voluntary, they are 
just “singing to the choir." 
The volunteers usually 
know about stigma. It’s the 
employees making fun of 
the trainings, the trainees, 
and patients who need edu- 
cated!

The ACLU has threat- 
ened to sue public schools if 
the following two new poli- 
cies to insure complete 
separation of church and 
state in our public schools 
are not immediately imple- 
mented: (1) NAME (Non 
Abhorrent Moniker Ex- 
change) and (2) RAR 
(Religion Avoidance 
Routes): 

First, the new NAME 
program must be instituted 
with the 2005-6 school year. 
"To prevent anyone from 
being offended by religious 
names and to insure abso- 
lute separation of church 
and state in our public 
schools, all children must 
have a mandatory--but vol- 
untary--name change u 
admission” in “our pubtic 
schools," explained the 
ACLU’s Ms. P.C. ‘Macher. 

"Obviously, since chil- 
dren named Christian, Mo- 
hammed or Moses are go- 
ing to be mutually offensive 
to one another-—and to athe- 
ists in general; and, since it 
is additionally illegal to pro- 
mote religion and allow the 
very mention of their names 
in a government school be- 
cause it violates the estab- 
lishment clause of the First 
Amendment, their religious 
names have got to go!” 

Macher’ continued, 
"Children will.have to vol- 
untarily secularize their 
names—with parental assis- 
tance, of course," said Ma- 
cher. She went on to ex- 
plain, “Public school chil- 
dren have one of three op- 
tions: (1) Go by their initials 
only - ie. the name Mo- 
hammed bin Ali would be 
changed to MbA. A second 
youngster with the same 
name or initials would be 
called MbA2, and with a 
third as MbA3, etc. (2) Reli- 
gious names must be letter- 
randomized : David would 
become Dvaid, Divad, or 
Advid, etc... Mark would 
be Kram, Armk, or Mrka, 
etc. (3) Non-compliant stu- 
dents—those who do not 
select a NAME name-will 
be called by the last four 
digits of their SSI number." 

"Second," Macher stated, 
"RAR (Religion Avoidance 
Routes) for school buses 
must be implemented with 
the 2005-6 school year, as 
well. Children riding school 
buses are having religion 
crammed down their throats 
by riding past churches, 
mosques and temples. Espe- 
cially egregious are those 
houses of worship with mes- 
sage board signs out front. 
Public-school buses on pub- 
lic roads must not be used 
as a religious tool! So, ei- 
ther the windows on the bus 
must be blackened or bus 
routes must be routed to 
avoid a religious drive-by."

LE METRO 

Standing behind the driver of the underground train | 
watched the headlights reveal contours of the man-made 
¢ave. When a tfain came from the other direction, 1 first 
thought that it was headed right for us. Its lights were in 
my eyes, but the track Swept it safely to one side, and we 
eased our way into the next station. 

That privileged view of the Metropolitain, the great 
Parisian subway, was not given to me because of any 
prior arrangement or through a discrete bribe. It was the 
result of a “social action” undertaken as one of 400 mini- 
strikes announced for this year. 

France is one of the least union organized ‘countries in 
the industrialized world, but it must be one of the most 
effectively organized. Astonishingly few people can shut 
down a major segment of transportation or industry. In 
military terms, if the old-fashioned strike is analogous to 
carpet bombing, these mini-strikes are analogous to prect- 
sion bombing. 

What emerges from these well planned exercises is the 
French determination that their country should function 
The many thousands (or even millions?) of people af- 
fected pull together. That bored looked which the French 
wear in hapless permanence suddenly takes on the cast of 
stoic patience. 

One contribution of the train drivers in these moments 
Of solidarity is that they admit passengers into their exclu- 
sive space. Never mind that this is a fundamental viola- 
tion of security. The French do take security precautions, 
but they have not been rendered paranoid by events in the 
larger world. In any case, I was one of the privileged few 
admitted to the cab. Who can ask about anti-American 
sentiment after that? 

The love affair between man and caves is an old one 
The first examples of human art are to be found in caves, 
miraculously painted thousands of years before the crea- 
tion of the world. At LaScaux there are primitive paint- 
ings. In the Paris Metro there are posters hot off the print- 
ing presses. Cave art, it seems, is here to stay. 

The romantic picture of our ancestors has them living 
in caves. How else could the Flintstones be possible? 
Once humans learned how to dig, they began fashioning 
dwellings or parts of dwellings that resembled caves. The 
French word for cellar is “cave.” A tunnel, after all, is 
nothing other than a man-mntade cave used as a passage 
way 

In Kiev, Ukraine, I visited a vast monastery comprised 
of underground tunnels. It may be that the stable of Beth- 
lehem was a cave, and certainly the garden tomb was one 
Sometimes we create caves in order to find God and 
sometimes just to find our way across town, 

Given the extensive warren of tunnels for the Metro in 
Paris (and similar subways in other cities) it might be ar- 
gued that the Darwinians have it wrong. If the monkeys 
are our cousins, why don’t our primordial instincts lead 
us to swing from trees? Instead of apes, perhaps we have 
ascénded ftom rabbits 

In fact, the Metro is home to more people than one 
might imagine. My impression is that when the doors are 
locked sometime after midnight there are’ many folk, with 
and without bedrolls, whio sleep there until the doors open 
the next morning. 

The Metro even provides a continuous series of concert 
halls. This’status is official‘enough ‘that the regufars have 
badges which state that they are authorized to be there 
The,concerts take place in the connecting corridors and in 
the train cars themselves. There is jazz, classical, folk 
(from ‘many lands) and gypsy music in abundance. The 
gypsies play every‘ conceivable instrument including the 
boombox. 

My most memorable Metro concert was by a woman 
of African descent (French-African, Jamaican, Afro 
American — who knows?). She gave the finest rendition | 
have ever heard — a haunting, intoxicating rendition ~ of 
“No woman, no cry.” 

Where there is cave man, there is cave woman too 

Plato tells his own story of the cave. In the land of the 
cave dwellers, life is lived in the shadows. No one ever 
sees thirigs as they really are, only as they seem to be in 
the distortions cast by images placed in front of a light 

One person finds his way above ground, and sees the 
world in the sunlight, the world as it is. His folly is to re 
turn underground and to try to tell his fellow cave dwell 
ers what life is like lived in the reality of the light. The 
story does not havea happy ending 

We think we know why we build these caves. For 
trains, we say, for transportation. Isn't it odd how much 
of life is recreated there? The people in charge of the trains 
struggle to keep up with all the rest of life that keeps on in 
vading that space created, we think, for one reason 

Isn’t it odd that virtues so difficult to find above 
ground, like endless patienge, seem to come natural un 
derground? Isn't it odd that fio mini-strike is quite as effec 
tive as the ones undertaken in the caves of the Metro? 

“Ugh,” says'the cave man to his wife. “Ugh, ugh,” she 
Says in return. Were those the first words, or shall they be

Charles Brown Says "I Am 


A Survivor... Not. A Hero" 
Shot Down, Captured By Japanese 60-Years Ago

Some of the most ex- 
treme horrors of warfare 
and most extraordinary dis- 
plays of courage are brought 
to almost painful light in 
James Bradley's book Fly- 
boys — A True Story of Cour- 
age (©' 2003), which offers a 
vivid account. of American 
flyers. who were shot down 
by Japanese anti-aircraft 
weaponry during World 
War Il. 

Bradley, who also wrote 
the #1 bestseller Flags of Our 
Fathers and whose father 
was one of the men who 
raised the U.S. flag on Iwo 
Jima, traveled to Japan and 
spoke to Japanese veterans, 
and he spent months obtain- 
ing and perusing untapped, 
classified government docu- 
ments. He interviewed sev- 
eral of those U.S. bomber 
pilots and crewmen who 
miraculously survived their 
ordeal, and the friends and 
relatives of those who did 
not. Among the lucky pilots 
he spoke to were President 
George H.W. Bush and 


Charlie Brown of King- 
wood, W.Va

years to the day that Brown, 
a native and lifelong resi- 
dent of Kingwood, was shot 
down over Tokyo on_his 
very first bombing mission 
and subsequently spent the 
next 6'4 months in captiv- 
ity. He was classified by the 
Japanese not as, a prisoner 
of war, but as a war crimi- 
nal, which generally meant 
that the treatment meted 
out by his captors would be 
significantly more brutal 
He was 20 years old 

As Bradley states in his 
book, Brown had seen air- 
planes only in newspapers 
and movie reels as a youth, 
but he said that was enough 
to convince him that he 
wanted to enlist in the 
Navy's flying program in 
August of 1942, just a cou- 
ple months after graduating 


from Kingwood. High

told me, thatthey didn't 


need me right away and 
that they would call me 
when they did,” he said. "So 
I enrolled in Potomac State 
College. But they called me 
right after my first semester 
of study there." 

Brown reported for duty 
in February 1943 to a 
school in Mississippi where 
he learned to fly Piper Cubs 
After two months he was 
transferred to the University 
of Georgia, where he spent 
three months, moved on to 
pre-flight school in Hutchin 
son, Kansas, and then to 
Corpus Christi, Texas, for 


six months, where he

His next stop was Flor- 
ida, where he was trained to 
fly the Navy's SBD Daunt- 
less dive bomber. Then it 
was On to Great Lakes Na 
val Air Station where he 
learned to Jand.on ajrcraft 
carriers on Lake Michigan 
He was evidently becoming 
one of the most skilled pi- 
lots in the Navy 

"They were having a war 
bond sale in Milwaukee, 
and we put on an air show," 
he said. "During the show I 
landed on a carrier while it 
was backing up. Now a lot 
of pilots won't believe that, 
but I know of three of us 
who did it." 

Brown was then sent to 
California to deport aboard 
the U.S. Randolph carrier, 
but at the last minute his air

bomber, the SB2C Curtis 
Helldiver. Then after a cou- 
ple months of dive bombing 
practice in the California 
desert and over the Salton 
Sea, Brown's air group left 
California on January 20, 
1945, headed for Hawaii 
and finally on to Ulithi, 
which is a group of about

"After a couple days in

I think there 
were 16 carriers, plus I don't

"Our job was to hit the 
Tokyo area on Feb. 16-17 to 
get rid of aircraft that might 
go out to help defend Iwo 


Jima, because that cam- 
paign was going to begin on 
Feb. 19. Those of us in the 
dive bombers were to hit the 
factories, mainly aircraft 
assembly plants 

"So on that afternoon of 
Feb. 16, I went into my dive 
and, just that quick, got hit 
by anti-aircraft fire. The en- 
gine caught fire and I knew 
we were going down. 

"I remember that, when 
the engine quit and flames 
were coming back, the first 
thing I wanted to do was get 
rid of the bombs, so I stayed 
in my divé and dropped 
them. I was told later that I 
had a direct hit. I just want- 
ed to get rid of them!" 

When asked if he then 
baled out, he said, "Well, | 
couldn't get all of my straps 
unhooked in time.

"Finally beating Jerry 
Calhoun (Beall's coach) was 
one of the greatest accom- 
plishments we ever had at 
Southern," Woods said 

Under Woods the Rams 
would continue to defeat 
the Mountaineers most of 
those 19 seasons 

Another major triumph 
was a 12-6 overtime win 
over Allegany in the 1987 
Class AA playoffs before 
probably the largest crowd 
ever assembled for a foot- 
ball game at Southern High 
School 

Some Ram fans would 
argue though that the great- 
est SHS victory ever was an 
8-6 defeat of Fort Hill in 
Greenway Avenue Stadium 
in 1996, a game that ended

State's Community College Officials

addressed compassionately, children 
can deal with the death of a pet quite 
well. I'm not saying that telling your 
kids right away will make everything 
wonderful; there will be sadness, and 
tears, and anger. But you will be sur 
prised at the positive ways in which 
they react 
When you decide to tell them, meet 
as a family and explain the situation 
Be truthful about how much time 
Oscar has left, and. discuss the 
arrangements that have been made 
Allow your kids to ask questions 
They will probably want to know 
more about the cancer and why it can't 
be cured; what exact day will Oscar 
die: what will happen at the vet's 
office: where Oscar will be buried 
Some questions you won't be able to 
answer 
There are also many different 
actions your family can take together 
to get through this event. Allow the 
children to participate in planning 
ways to make Oscar's final days hap 
py. Consider taking them on one of 
Oscar's checkups so they can ask the 
vet questions 
A number of books and reference 
materials are available, for adults and 
children, that deal with the loss of a 
pet. These can provide more informa 
uuon on the grieving process and

The of Mouth Guards 

While the shopping list for children’s sports may seem 
endless and costly, there is one inexpensive item that 
should not be overlooked. When picking out the proper 
baseball glove, soccer cleats, and apparel, make sure that 
your list includes an appropriate mouth guard. 

A mouth guard is a flexible piece of plastic that fits 
over the upper teeth to protect them from injury when 
playing sports. An athlete is 60 times more likely to injure 
his/her teeth when not wearing a mouth guard. Mouth 
guards should be worn for any sports-related activities 
that may pose a risk of falls or contact with other players 
or equipment, which includes non-contact sports such as 
gymnastics and skateboarding. 

Sixty percent of facial injuries occur during sports prac- 
tice. Sports such as football, lacrosse, and hockey gener- 
ally require players to wear a mouth guard. Surprisingly, 
the oral injury rate for football players is lower than for all 
other sports, including women’s basketball, because the 
players are required to wear a mouth guard. Basketball 
and baseball account for nearly half of all sports-related 
mouth injuries. 

There are three types of mouth guards to choose from. 
A stock mouth guard is sold in sporting goods stores in 
varying sizes and is held in place by simply biting down. 
The “boil-and-bite" mouth guards are the most common 
and can also be found in sporting goods stores. These are 
softened in boiling water and then formed to fit the 
mouth. Finally, a dentist can make a custom-made mouth 
guard; although these are the most expensive, they are 
also the best for preventing oral injury. 

When choosing a mouth guard, make sure that it is 
flexible, durable, comfortable, and resistant to tears. It 
should fit properly, not obstruct breathing or speaking, 
and be odorless and tasteless. A good mouth guard should 
also be easy to clean. 

Remember that a mouth guard is much less expensive 
and a lot less painful than repairing a broken tooth: More 
than 200,000 injuries are prevented each year by wearing 
appropriate mouth protection. If your child thinks that a 
mouth guard is not "cool," then remind him or her that 
neither is missing front teeth.

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Maryland Farmers May Now 


Process Certain Food Goods 
Courses Slated To Explain New Regulations 


In an effort to provide 
Maryland farmers’ with 
more economic opportuni- 
ties, Gov. Robert L. Ehrlich 
Jr. has announced that peo- 
ple whose primary income 
is from farming can be li- 
censed to process certain 
foods on their farms 

"This provides another 
business opportunity for our 
Maryland farmers," said 
Ehrlich. "This is a signifi- 
cant step toward improving 
income potential for farm- 
ers, while also expanding 
the availability of fresh, lo- 
cally-raised and -processed 
foods for consumers."..; _ 

The University of Mary- 
land Cooperative Extension 
- working in collaboration 
with the Maryland Dep 
ment of Health and Mental 
Hygiene (DHMH), _ the 
Maryland Department of 
Agriculture, and local agri- 
cultural organizations — will 
hold a series of licensing 
courses around the state in 
March to familiarize farm- 
ers with the revised on-farm 
processing fegulations and 
expanded marketing oppor- 
tunties, The new regula- 
tions, developed by 
DHMH, become effective 
in mid February. 

"Adherence to the reg- 
ulations will ensure that 
Maryland's very high food 
safety standards will be 
maintained," said DHMH 
Secretary S. Anthony Mc- 
Cann. 

Before a license is ap- 
proved, the applicant must 
complete one of the sched- 
uled licensing courses to be 
held in Howard, Fredrick, 
Charles, and Queen Anne's 
counties. Issues suchas san- 
itation, crosscontamina- 
tion, and food security will 
be covered. After complet- 
ing the course, participants 
may apply for a license with 
DHMH. There will also be 
a licensing fee which must 
be paid before the license is 
issued.

Additional Crop 
Insurance Cost- 
Share Available 


Maryland farmers who 
sign up for crop insurance 
by March 15 will benefit 
from an additional federal 
cost-share incentive, ac- 
cording to a recent an- 
nouncement by the USS. 
Department of Agriculture's 
Risk Management Agency 

The federal funds will, be 
used to pay 15 percent of 
the producers’ net premium 
at the 70 to 85 percent cov- 
erage levels. Maryland 
farmers are urged to contact 
their crop insurance agents 
before March 15 to benefit 
from the cost-share. 

Producers purchasing 
crop insurance that protects 
60 to 65 percent of their 
average yields will receive a 
10 percent cost-share on 
their crop insurance 

Those purchasing crop 
insurance to -protect-50-to-55 
percent of their crop yield 
will receive a 5 percent cost- 
share 

"The Ehrlich-Steele Ad- 
ministration recognizes the 
importance of crop insur- 
ance as a key risk manage- 
ment tool for our farms and 
sought to make this incen- 
tive available to Maryland 
farmers," said Secretary of 
Agriculture Lewis R. Riley. 
"The use of crop insurance 
has protected Maryland 
farmers from serious. eco- 
nomic hardships that could 
have resulted from the near- 
record drought of 2002 and 
excess rainfall of 2003." 


In 2004, Maryland farm- 
ers spent about $5.5 million 
on purchasing crop insur- 
ance, which is up from 
2003, when they spent $3.3 
million, according to the 
USDA. 

The federal government 
offers a cost-share incentive 
on crop insurance to lower 
farmer premiums. Produc- 
ers in the state have re- 
ceived more than $36.7 mil- 
lion in crop insurance in- 
demnities from 2002 to 
2004, according to the 
USDA.

From the 
first turn of the soil centu- 
ries ago, agriculturalists 
have quietly worked to pro- 
tect natural resources while 
providing a steady food sup- 
ply for a growing popula- 
tion. 

"I wake up each morning 
knowing that if my _ re- 
sources, including soil, wa- 
ter, and air, are not properly 
preserved and conserved, 
my livelihood and a family 
legacy is in jeopardy," ex- 
plains~Charies—Schaefer;—a 
Carroll County farmer. "I 
use a variety of environ- 
mentally-friendly farming 
practices to protect the land 
and water around my farm- 
ing Operation." 

No-till farming has 
gained in popularity across 
the Free State in an effort to 
save energy and reduce soil 
and nutrient loss from grow- 
ing crops. In fact, Maryland 
ranks second in the nation 
among farmers using no-till 
farming. 

"I use no-till because it is 
a practical best management 
practice that is good for my 
farming operation and good 
for the environment," 
Schaefer says. "By planting 
my next crop without plow- 
ing the soil, I'm cutting 
dewn on air pollution from 
tractors, soil erosion from 
loosening the ground, and 
water pollution by keeping 
the nutrients locked under a 
protective cover. I'm also 
creating improved wildlife 
habitat around my land for 
all kinds of birds." 

Studies have shown that 
today's farms may hold the 
key for reducing greenhouse 
gases, which contribute to 
global warming. Through a 
process called "carbon se- 
questration," cropland, 
when not tilled, acts like a 
sponge and sucks up harm- 
ful carbon dioxide gases 
United States Department 
of Agriculture (USDA) sci- 
entists estimate that Amer- 
ica's cropland could absorb 
195 million metric tons of 
carbon a year about 12 
percent of the nation's an- 
nual emissions 

Farmers statewide are 
using a range of conserva- 
tion tools designed to pre- 
vent soil erosion, control 
nutrient movement, and 
safeguard water quality in 
the Bay and its tributaries to 
ensure a healthy environ- 
ment while providing for 
the food and fiber needs of 
the consumer. 

No-till is not the lone 
practice. Maryland farmers 
assess the natural lay of the 
land and use it to choose 
environmentally-friendly 
farming practices. Many 
Western Maryland farmers 
choose hillside terracing or 
contour farming to control 
erosion by slowing the flow 
of rainwater runoff, while 
those near the Eastern 
Shore choose grassed water- 
ways, or strips of grass 
along streambanks and 
ditches that serve as a filter 


for any nutrients leaving 
cropland. 
Nutrient management 


plans are required on every 
farming operation for each 
field that is cultivated, 
showing the amount of ni- 
trogen and phosphorus that 
is applied to a crop and re- 
moved with the crops har- 
vest to insure farmers are 
accountable for the land,
